Though you 
ſpared me on the maine which ſtood in your way, you though 
to nick me on the bye; not ſet for you. The ouerſight Imade 
in comparing the lewes dealings: with God and Chriſtians 
their behauiour towards man, that miſtaking you would not 
ſee though tdo apparant to a curious eye: but free and tollera- 
ble things to be vſed or laide aſide, according to the occafioris

Kings, I ſuppoſe by your ancient patterns and faſhions, you 
mcane apparell and hoſpitalit e, wherein to my ſmall power I 
will do wy good will to take away the ertor of your miſlilce, 
ber inning buſt at apparell. Amongſt ſundry forts of men there 
haue al wales bene diuers kinds of attires, according to the hu- 
mots degrees: & abilities of tlie wearers, the ſna faſtnõ be- 
ing cuer in the or dainers choiſes to pleaſe themſelues according, 
to the deuice and conceit of beſt becomming. Therin this pre- 
ſent. age hat hi rather ſurpaſſed to their commentdation , fitting 
nearet hy. Tailers ſtihpes and garniſtiings, with better propor- 
tzon ng and ſett ing out garments, to their bodies, then the Rut- 
terlcing Tailors of the old ſtampe ; wherevnto you would haue 
taſhions brought back agamne: Lou might as wellappoint men 
to go nau edor looſely attired, which they haue done; as not to 
allow chem that muſt -weredlothes,to fu theit bodies accord 
to their one minde and fatitaaſie. Had you found fault wit 
too coſtly appatrell wliere neither the degree non place requi- 
. reth it, or with too ſantaſticall or ſuperfluous weating ; where 
halfe che ſtuffe would ſuffice to make a farre more: ſeemly gar- 
ment; or had you ſpoken againſt their follies who ſet enuious 
patterns to out vie nd vndoc one the other, by trying maiſte- 
ries in faſluons, who ſhould: beare the! prodigalb bell away: 
- whuch ticue and coſt had bin better ſpent in the emulatron of 
vertues acts, ho ſhould haue deſerued beſt im deeds of mar- 
ſhall proweſſe beſeeming fortitude: therein had I agreed with 
you but through the haſt you made to finde out theſe, not ſo 
worthie your daſpleaſure, ſuch haue alſo eſcaped you. Irather 
think e you wanted words to expreſſe your good conceit, not 
aceuſtomed to ſpealce in ſoch lange then any wayes come 
ſhort of iudgement to diſcerne aright in greater difficulties. 
Dont. Surely you fauour me righithy for it was my meaning to 
hey the diſlike I had of ſuch as weare more on thtin backs in

. es. Hud. I perceiue you could be content to dwell 
rent · free. vpõ the we you beare hereat, all the dates of your, 
life; But now to your patterns of houſeł ceping, I will ſee to 
fit you better therein, for Ik no that troubles you molt, and, 
giuei h you leaſt cauſe of offence: . Know you how all fathers 
that leaue their heites lands charge the ſaid liuin 3s Firſt the 
mother her carrying away a ieinter, moueables and furniture 
of the houſe, that muſt needs be one hinderance why the ſonne 
ſnhould not begin where the father leſt: then pay ing out of bro- 
chers and ſiſters portions,isalſa a hindtrance to make him leſſe 
able to keepe houſe and porte equill with your ancient pat- 
terne Now againe, beſides lands and goods, perhaps he wants 
the offices and entertainments from his prince, which his father 
was aſſiſted by; in that ample manner to dothat you ſo haſtely 
require. But put the caſe all Noblemen and Gentlemen were in 
better fort able to maintaine houſckeeping after this faſhion, 
then any anceſtout they had, I will ſhew you ſuffigient reaſons, 
and thoſe proſitable alſo to the common wealth, to haue ſuch, 
lauiſh houſckeeping forborne.

them vp in that free and liberall ſort, without exception to 
any that would helpe away with beefe and mutton, as much 
at their commaundement , that would in this fort come to 
take if, as at therwgwhoſe breeding and growing it was of For 
it is more likely they tooke their beginning from houſes thus 
wantonly kept, then from a farther fetcht deuiſe of Abbeys 
and Priories, whoſe benefacting that way extended chieflie to 
their ſuppoſed children and Paramoures, inhabiting Milles 
and out granges within their belles ringing, whither by out- 
leaps they made their Sabaoth dayes iourneys 1 their cheri- 
ſhing was onely of ſuch, to do to haue, as the Scot ſaith, an caſe 
for a pleaſure, Againe ſuch as were fallen by caſualties or bur- 
wide Joes occaſions of many children into pouertie , former 
times, I muſt confeſſe, had greater reſpect in time to ſee to them 
then we haue, who lightly alwaies by charitable contributions 
reſtored thẽ back againe,& in time, to an eſtate ere they could; 
catch a habit or delight therein: a matter better pleaſing no 
doubt to the parties relieued. then the other contemptuous cu- 
ſtome of wilfull begging . Now whether it be likely that vn- 
meaſurable houſe keepings were the occaſions to draw loyte- 
ring diſpoſed perſons from labour to cafe , and from one enti- 
ling degree to another, till it had fully poſſeſt chem to erect a 
habit or facultie of ſlouthfull beggers : the firit 1 m 
themſelues through this prouiſion, other members of their 
nke fort and qualitie, as the rogue and vagrant begger, in 
deed haue proceeded from the number and ſuperfluitie of the 


_ firſt kinde: now Ifay the better conſideration hereof to judge, 


T referre to your ſelfe. Dau. Through your gentle teachings, L 
begin to perceaue an approoued error, in ouerdoing, as well in 
things that haue good purpoſes and intents, as alfo in mat- 
ters grounded yppon miſchiefs, carrying an outward-ſhew of 
holy and religious deeds. I confeſſe, Monatteries and Priories 
were not ſo likely to haue bin cauſes hereof Jas the . 
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jute houſes, where refreſhings were without reſpeR or partia- 
lity . The Moncks and Abbots of my knowledge, cut large 
ſhivers of the loafe for which they neuer ſweate, to make them- 
ſclues ſtrong in the peoples fauour and opinion, or elſe ſpent 
their whole gettings 2 vnlawfull children. Yet not- 
withſtanding by your fauour, you haue not attained vnto the 
full of my meaning and deſire herein. Had. I confeſſe I haue 
not, for the fight of beefed beggers that thronged ſo thick in 
my way : but now Ihe ue got | them, Iwill goneareto meet 
you on your owne bawlke . Your deſire is to haue houſes kept 
to beare the Lord of miſrule company at Chriſtmas, fpending 
then vpon Hick and Stephan, who haue no need of it, what 
would maintaine a ſeemly family more then halfe a yeare.Such 
may well be called the Lord of miſrule bis gueſts, who bcfides 
exceſſiue ouer · eating & drinking theſelues ſpoiling by miſuſe 
that they cannot deuour, leaue behind them alſo ſuch vnman- 
nerly annoyances, called beaſtialities, that the Nobleman and 
Gentleman that hath thus crammed his quoiſtrels, muſt of ne- 
ceſſitie forſake their houſe and houſekeeping, till a good winde 
blow away the vnpleaſant ſauours their Chriſtmaſſe Poulcats 
leaue behind them. Thus beſides exceſſive coſt and trouble by 
the fruits of this careleſſe hoſpitalitie, their houſes are leſt in 
worſe caſe then common Innes or oſtelries . If it be aſhee 
ſhearing feaſt, maiſter Baily can entertaine you with his bill of 
reckonings to his Maiſter, of three ſheapheards wages, ſpent on 
frelh cates, beſides fpices and Saffron pottage. So that the No- 
bleman & Gentleman ſhould haue nothing come in clearly to 
them at any ſeaſon, if your ancient patterns might be rightly 
obſerued. I know your meaning is not to haue the Hockedame 
waited on by them, Who for the moſt part let their lands to 
halfes, or elſe conuert all into rent. The cntertaintnent one of 
them giues vnto another eannor be that you call ſo hotly vp 
on: for thoſe faſhions you haue a homely terme I lift not to re- 
member you of. Dun. The money your maiſterfhip hath ſpent 
in learning and trauell, is euery penny better beſtowed then o- 
ther. Now I plainly ſee, let an ignorant man be neuer ſo iſe, or 
of neuer ſo great experience, but * mec te with'q man of 
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gifts and bringing vp his preſuming to know: all things proo- 
aeth plaine ignorance , and moere miftaking,. Once to day l 
tooke my ſelte to know as many wayes to the Church as mai- 
ſter Vicar himſelfe, but now I ſee Plowmen are no preachers. 
I haue a Sonne that hath colt me-many a quarter of corne, on 
whomefor this dayes worke I will beſtowe one Peck of pure 
graine, which toucht no chaffe this many a day, to buic him 
more learning; and though I am not able to breed a Gentle- 
man; | may perhaps,as well as ſome of my neighbors, bring vp 
one. Hud. I meruailehow you ſtumble on the Church and the 
Miniſter : this hote weather and our long talke ſhould rather 
haue put you in minde of the Butler and the Butterie. Beſides - 
I cannot bethinke me what vertue ſhould be in your peck of 


pelfe, eſpecially to alter nature; my ſelfe withall the proofe 1 


could make , could neuer finde the skill to cauſe a barking 
mongrell to become a true queſting Spaniel. To be plaine with 
you; neuer thinke an Ape more deformed, then when he ſtri- 
ueth by borrowed. skill, to put on that which nature cannot 
grace: nay rather thoſe things are moſt ygly, which are forced 
and done in ſpight of nature. Euery one to whome Maſterſhip 
belongeth is not a Gentleman, what purchaſe ſocuer his father 


maketh, vnleſſe he can procure bloud to alter kinde: that you 


cannot our fonne;becauſe you haue not attained vnto it 
— 1 he notabilit ie hereof proceeds ſrom chiualtie and 
marſhall proweſſe, where for princes tight, and common - 
weales ſaftie, through worthy aduentures of bloud and life, 
purchaſe is made at the deareſt price and rate , Therefore as 
there cannot be a greater cauſe amongſt men, then the Prince 
andicommonwealths buſineſſe nor a greater tatter then bloud 
and life, to be powred out and parted withall, of neceſſitie the 
4 principalleſt reſpect and regard hath euer bene 
there vntou. Denſl. By your Fane there arc no ſuch 
lawes yet made to prooue Souldjers Gentlemen: or it there be, 
it is leſt out of their ſtile in all that I can reade or vaderſtand of 
their profeſſion. Hud. If you ſpeake ignorantly , I am conten: 
tod to helpe you over the ſtileʒ yau ſeme not able to clime, but 
if you play the Foxe Mith me, grapes arc no meato for y 
h pe- 
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der his kno wledges, if it may pleaſe you to accept of his vnn or- 
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eſpecially of my reaching vnto you. Beeauſe I hi ue ſi me oubt 
— words, and no cauſe to miſtruſt your ſelfe, I will de- 
clare my minde herein more ſully. Youknow how all that are 
put tole rninę prooue not learned, neither all degrees of lear- 
ning of likeeftunation:no more are any to be counted Gentle - 
men. vnleſſe they were ſo before their degrees taken in Artes, 
Likewiſe , all that follow the warres proue not Souldiers, nor 
all that proue Souldiers , take not their degrees at armes: nei 
ther thoſe that rake deg 


rees, all of one account or worth. For as 
thete are diuerſe kinds of vert ues to make vertuous,fo are there 
diuerſe degrees of the ve tuous, according to the ſorts of the 
vertues they haue attained The molt rich and excellent vertucs 
were principally acquired and gotten by princely deferuing 
men, tue renowne of whoſe glorious deeds hath rightly, gotten 
vnto themſelues iuſt preheminence to guide and go before the 
reſt, as hereafter Iwill plainly ſhew-you.. In their power and 
Maieſtie onely therefore it is to nobiſitate, commend vnto 
honor, and to make Gentlemen, and not in your k of droſ- 
fic ointment, though made of the Quinteſſence of old Angels. 
Gentlemen bred in the warres , and thoſe that come of them, 
you fce are not made, for it is no proper ſpeech, to lay that is 
made, which is bred; neither can art or reaſon helpe to make 
it good. Danſt. Wrhout offenduig you with my rude an- 
ſwers, let me aske you this mannerly queltion . Do you meane 
thoſe that are begotten and borne in a Campe, to be onely Gen- 
tlemen of bloud , or how other wiſe I beſeech you to ſhew me? 
I haue heard this matter often debated , but never fully agreed 
vpon . Hud. Becauſe you haue alreadie heard it doubtfully 
handled,and at no time diſcuſt, it may in like fort become 1 

to giue place to ſome doctor of the Ciuill law, to We as 
ſion it eſpecially appertaineth to know the certaintie of all 
worthie antiquitics .

thineſſe. Hud. Bring him with you on Sonday next todinner, 


where you ſhal be ſure of a Pipe for your ſonne his welcome, 
therem I meate to proue his skill. how he can head and ſhoul- 
der the ſame;the iawes and eares he ſhall beſtow vpon you after 
he hath quartered them. The head ſo ſpoiled, he ſhall charge his 
quadrate trencher with. Dunſt. I thought I ſhould make you 
merry with my miſtakings I now and then catch a word or 
two from my ſonne,whicl for lack of due placing, marreth all 
in the making; Had. You ſhall in carneſt(if you liſt to carry it 
with you)heare what I can do in your ſonne his Art. The Pigs 
head thall be vpon a Spit couchane, the toung pendant, the 
braines dormant in the ſauce poinant.

aboue the cell, ſtirred vp by amore ready motion, and 1 
relol- 
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reſolued ſpirit, put forth himſelfe with purpoſe rather to ſeelce 
remedies where they might liltely or poflitly be found,. then ſe · 
curely to {tay thomſelues vpon deceaueable meanes. Theſe few 
thus quickning their dull ſences, by the inſtigation of that 
qualitie which is euer leaſt ſubiect to baſe neglect, to preuent 
that which was lilee to enſue, they ranged into the world lilce 
companions and fellow aduenturers in the behalfe of them- 
{clues and the reſt; whoſe x —— for want of ſtabilitie of 
courage, could neither reſpect nor take in hand. any thing be- 
yond the ſlow cuſtome of groſſe eaſe. Theſe worthies, I ſay,thus 
truſting to their bold and confident courages, ſet vp their reſt, 
either to follow & acquire that which ſhould become proſita- 
ble in a communitie tothe whole ſocietie and company, ot ne- 
uer to returne backe, or once to thinke of the ſweetneſſe they 
had taſted by their former varietie and —.— God, vvho euer 
proſpereth the moſt wotthy portion of his grace, which ſerteth 
forwards it ſelfe to vertuous and induſtrious acquirements; 
preſented in ſhort time vnto their view, helpes before that time 
vnknowne, but yet not without danger, nor ſo ſucceſfull, but 
ſtill they ſhould worke themſelues into the poſſeſſion of them, 
by hardie, painefull, and manlike endeuoutes. After they had 
through this good gift & enclination of Fortitude, bin brought 
to the diſcouerie and knowledge of theſe likely meanes, by ex+ 
el ciſe and progreſſe in this vertue, they dared withall to aduen · 
ture, and with a voluntarie courage ſet vpon difficulties, which 
ere that time for want of proofe · making in themſelues, they 
had not maſtred . Setting at the firſt, fiercencile againſt feare, 
and extremitie againſt extremitie, and ſo by the aiding hand 
of God eafily conquered into their obedience and vſe, firlt 
wilde and forcible creatures, then others that were vnder the 
maiſterie and command of them, before that time the matter 
of their ſpoile. Theſe worthies thus returning with profitable 
reliefe to their droanes at home, who notwithitandingtheir 
owne deffects, were yet able to conceipt and admire the excel- 
lencie of the conquerours by their atchiuements, moſt mode 
rately on the ſuddaine they extolled and lift them vp beyond 
the credit and beleefe, that they could * leſle then Gods in 


The diſplay of valnè life. 
compariſon and diſtinction of doings, being brought on at the 
firſt by theſe motions and affections of ioy,there was no doubt 
in continuance they would be ſctled in opinion to receiue and 
reuerence them for no leſſe then Gods indeed. After; by this 
ſupport of courage, they had gone thorough and accompliſhed 
matters ſuthciently behouefull for the common bearing out of 
neceſſities; they then caſt another about pteſently with them- 
ſelues, how to encreaſe and make permanent their yong and 
new begun world ſtrongly reſoluing with themſelues afreſh, 
that now it was no leſſe expe dient, with lawes and manners to 
fathion them how to live, then before it was needfull to ſeelce 
out neceſlaries to maintaine life. After they had entertained 
and taken into counſell tlie prudent and conſidered vertue, you 
may then thinke they gained by degrees, into matters which 
haue bene indifferently from one time to another deliuered 
ouer, as may appeare b the benefits we haue receiued from 
them which were immediatly before vs. Now amongſt thoſe 
that were thus prouoked and prepared through the force and 
facultie of Fortitude,after they bad exerciſed their deſires vpon 
ſuch hard and laborious things, as before Iſhewed to be out of 
their powers, there was alſo in the company of theſe few, one 
principall man, whom I would haue you to vnderſtand, in the 
ſight and bcholding of the other did that aboue therelt,wher-+ 
vnto they were rather miniſters of aides and obedient helpers, 
then any way able to equall: to whom they did both in their 
expedition abroad, and alſo euer after in all places, for his 
chiefe worthineſſe, attribute dutie vnto . This princely wor- 
thy, being more intire and fully poſſeſt with the height of ver- 
tues, whether by the benefit of nature, or by the ſpeciall indu- 
ment of Gods grace, with abſolute partes, he by all their con- 
ſents had princely powers ſet vpon his ſhoulders , and by ge · 
nerall voices, was choſen and inſtituted their Duke and lea- 
der, to go before them in all manner of concernings, aſwell of 
warre and conqueſt, as alſo to be their vpholder, conſeruer, 
and commander in all matters of ciuill inſtitution and derecti- 
on . Now after all eyes were faſtened on him, and all hearts 
beat at his deuotion, ſuch as would not forſake their dle 

outh, 
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ſlouth, but ſtill haue wrapped. themſelues within the ſpoile 
of others labours, ſuch at the length by his aſſignement, were 
appointed places to ſerue in, according as _ one was ſpi - 
rited, diſpoſed, or more or leſſe apt to performe and diſ- 
charge truſt and ſeruiees to be committed vnto them. Daft. 
Surely Sir, you haue ſpoken fo darkely , that for the thick 
ſpleigh of boughes and broad leaues of this tree, I cannot dif- 
cerne your meaning. Hadale, Thinke you I go about to de- 
ceiue you with darkeneſſe of words ? It a field be faid to 
haue eyes ja wood may likewiſe haue cares. But whether you 
heare me not, or liſt not to beleeue me, the likelihood hereof 
ſhall carrie me to credit the ſame, knowing that matters of 
leſſe proofe and more vnlikely trueth, haue bene received 
from worſe grounds and beginnings then this commeth 
from. But you may ſee how the loue I beare you hath carried 
me to clime vnknowne hauntes, and ſuch difficult pathes , as 
there are no ſt or traces left mee to follow ; therefore 
you may ſay, it is like to proue a hard iourney to a weake tra- 
ueller. Dunſt. Now [ better remember my ſelfe, I haue read 
many ſtories agreeinz with your worthies in their notable 
deedes and exploites, done by couragious and bold attempts. 
Huaadle. Iwill not ſceke to winne you by extremitie of ſpee- 
ches, but leaue you to the libertie of your owne better cen · 
ceauings . To keepe whole the vnderſtanding of the matter, 
Iwill come to that which ſhall neerclicſt agree with that I ſaid 
before. After this principall Worthie was enthronxzed by o- 
thers, himſelfe was alſo addicted and diſpoſed, for the better 
conſeruation of all things in order, in the integritic of his 
iudgement and diſcernimgs, to conſider with rewards and 
dignities ſuch deſeruers and beautified mindes , as himſelfe 
had ſcene forward by ready and feruent diſpoſitions ; pla- 
cing and crediting vnto them for their tryed and approoued 
ſeruices , ſuch degree of truſt and ſuperioritie, as might both 
ſtand in ſtead towards a recompence of their trauailes , and 
alſo the more incourage them to go on with him in perfecting 
things neceſſarie to vphold ſocieties and vocations , wherevn- 


to he had lately ſorted the whole my . Afterward , ſuch of 
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all forts as had defected and come ſhort in ſufficiencie, to per- 
forme matters and places committed vnto them, ſo as the reſt 
receiued loſſe and hinderance by their fault or negligence; ſuch 
iniurious deceiuers were depoſed, thruſt downe, and diſfran-- 
chiſed, as perſons vnfit ro become the ſtrong vertues and pro- 
perties beſeeming men euer after compelled to exerciſe weake 
things, and withall enioyned to live out the reſt of their dayes 
in the company and conuerſation of women. What occaſion 
ſocuer notwithſtanding vrging the vſe of them, ſuch were ne- 
uer recalled nor ſuffered to execute duties amongſt men. Dun. 
That you may perceiue tie warmth my beleefe hath catcht 
through your molt excellent deſcription, will open vnto you 
my conceiuing of your ſpeeches, by the proceſſe whereof I ga- 
ther, you meane to deriue Kings and Princes from the moſt e- 
ſpeciall deſeruing worthy, who from ſucceſſour to ſucceſſour, 
haue ſtill added ornaments of rare excellencies: to the intent 
that choſe who from time to time haue iſſued from them, 
might throu h their cleare and ſhining perfections be diſcer- 
ned to haue iſſued from ſuch noble, famous, and renowmed 
progenitours. Prouing further withall, that ſuch high prow- 
elle and me:itorious parts neuer fading, but euer more and 
more encreaſing, haue long ſithence through the dignitie and 
glory of notable deeds by the hand of God, bene exalted into 
throne and Maicſhe wherein they fit, having in ti emſelues 
through him ſufficient power and abilitie enough to nobili- 
tate and mak: famous whomſoruer they may pleaſe to nomi- 
nate, appoint, and chooſe. Hud. I thinlce it hath bin the warmth 
of gentle bloud , which beating within your breſt, hath thruſt 
out this formalitie you indent your words withall : could my 
conſent helpe towards it, you ſhould be made a gentle maiſter 
Scriuener, for your orderly frame of words are ſo well ſuted, 
that as me thinketh you haue much amended the old patterne 
you began with in the niorning, If you miſtake me in ſence al- 
ſono worſe hereafter, it ſhall not repent me to talke of this fa- 
ſhion yet a while longer with you. Duni. Though of my ſelfe 
it ſoundeth not well, yet without brag be it ſpoken, there be 
Gentlemen of bloud in this countrey that ſit not ſo high in * 
ſub; 
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ſubſidic booke, neither are rated in furnitures and ſett ng out of 
men to the warres in ſort as Iam. Hud. Herein you deceaue 
me little. I euer tooke you fitter for the land then the ſea. How 
can you proue a good marchant, that are not willingly pleaſed 
with the venture of a little without grudgingʒ to gaineinfinje- 
he and continually >] doubt me if her Maieſties moſt gratious 
prouidence exceeded not the beneuolent reſpects you beare 
euen to your ſelf, you could not ſo quietly haue encreaſed your 
ability, nor brought your wealthto that plenty,you now enioy 
it. but might haue bene indangered to haue loſt ſomewhat of 
that you haue long ſithence through her ſafe gouernment and 
defence, laid vp in hoords, robbing the common: wealth of the 
due vſes they were made and ſhould ſerue for. I here are too 
many both vnmercifull and moſt vnthanł full men, who re- 

pine and are more troubled with the departure of a little from 
their ſuperfluitie and abounding plentie, then other good men 
are from their reaſonable and competent abilities, which they 
readily ſhew to the vttermoſt by ther good intents. I partly 
know them you ſtretch your ſuperlative. degree of compari- 
ſons at or if Ido not, thus much generally Ican ſay of all Sen. 
tlemen, that their for watdneſſe to haue ſuch things in a readi- 
neſſe for themſelues if need ſhould fo require, and with ſettin 
out their ſonnes iu ſeruices already paſt, that if you ſhou 
be rated, as they becommingly prepare themſelues, you would 
t unke your ſelfe robbed of that yow beſtow in that ſort, of and 
for the ſafetie of your ſelfe and your goods. Iconfeſſe you want 
no abilitie with the fotmoſt to performe neceſſarie ſeruices, 
could your willing heart conſent to the ſame, as I ſaid to your 
owne good. I truſt for Sublidics, Gentlemens lands and their 
other values are more readily diſcerned, and farre more ſetuice- 
able then your buried pelſe, laid vp for the deuill and his king - 
dome of darłneſſe. Had you the lamentable experience but of 
one daies warres, which God keepe vs from, you would then 
call for twentic yeares ſubſidiet, and bring them in as willingly 
as you now burie and obſcure them from the ſeruice of the 
realme For all your complaining, I doubt not but once in the 


yeare you ſquit out a commoditie to r vpon the Gentle 
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mans neceſſitie you — N wo — eyther his whole 
yeares wood · ſale, his croppe on the ground, or ſome other 
out- lying xommoditic , that ſhall goe neare to defray your 
whole yeates charges the marriage of your children excep- 
ted. Diniſtable Had I thought your maiſterſhip would haue 
taken my free ſpeeches in ſo ill part, which concerned onely 
my ſelfe and my ready abilitie, to forward to my power my 
Prince her occaſions and ſeruices, I would haue forborne to 
haue vttered my minde, wherein I onely grieued , that any 
ſhould exempt themſelues or forbeare to extend their, vt- 
termoſt helpe and indeuour in ſuch good workes . My in- 
tent was not to repine at my owne eaſie charges, eſpecially 
to performe ſo neceſſarie a dutie . If it pleaſe you to forget 
my fooliſh ſpeeches and ſcatrering queſtions , beginning 
where the matter brake off, you ſhall fauour me; in that 
haue a ſpeciall deſire to heare at the full, you hauing ſo no- 
tablic centred info the declaration thereof . You left at abſo- 
lute vertues, which ate che gifts of nature, and accompany 
Gentlemen from their birth. Hadale. Sithence by your deſire 
I am put in minde of complete vertues, which are ſaid to be in 
Princely deſcents of bloud from the beginning, and at their 
entrance into the world: I am contented there to beginne a- 

aine. All creatures in manner that beare lite, haue alſo at the 
a an inclination towards a very neare ſimilitude of the na- 
ture from whence they came : T which I prooue the perfec- 
tions that are in parents, deſcend wholy and withaut change, 
ſteps, or goings on, in like manner and fort to their children, 
as they were indued therewith themſelues, but if the parent 
want the perfection thereof himſelſe, his childe may attaine 
vnto it, but not by natures benefit, for that the foregoing one 
had not the entire poſſion thereof in the time of his life. It is 
euident to euery vnder ſtanding, that abſolute vertues neither 
decreaſe nor increaſe, for looke what is perfect in it one 
fulneſſe, the ſame is able to enriche and fortifie what it affec - 
teth, and naturally inclineth it ſelfe wholy vnto: it neuer de- 
creafing, as I ſaid, becauſe of it perfection it can be no leſſe in 
the ſucceeding childe, then it was in the proceeding father — 
that 


ee 
that the vertue moſt excellent in the one, ſhall be the ſume 
without ing or 2 in the other, admittin 
no mediocritie ; reacheth at the firſt the vttermoſt point 
the vertue which was of that integritie in the former Wor- 
thie . That vertue which wanted perfection in: the progeni- 
tour , his ofſpring may attame vnto: but it ig not his pro- 
per and peculiar bleſſing, as it ſhould haue bene, had it not 
wanted perfection in the other . Becauſe the one wanted 
the full and entire poſſeſſion thereof, he cannot deliuer it ouer 
by deſcent in bloud. Dunſta. Belike then, if the worthie pro- 
genitour had attained to the tipe of all perfections, his wor thie 
of-ſpring had at the firſt immediately bene ſeaſaned with 
that molt precious liquor, according to the ipfluence into 
the former veſſell. Hud. Vea vndoubtedly, but the myſterie 
of the perfection celeſtiall, which you rightly: terxmed a moſt 
precious influence, it is toodeuine to dwell vpon earth, or ti 
Fediſcun by mortall ſence and vnderſtanding: but che next 
vnto that omnipotencie, are Kings and Princes, becauſe they 
receiue theyr bleſſings from God directly. without atherbene- 
fit or additament whatſocuer. Dana. Then I pray you Su, 
how do diuerſe without the benefit of this generous bloud, at- 
taine to ſuch ripeneſſe as may make them worthie high place 
and dignitie in the word? Haddle. Through —— inclina- 
tion and diſpoſition, talen with the loue and deſire to immitate 
ſuch ſeruiceable vertues as they haue ſeene approoued and re- 
warded in others, whoſe more properly at the firſt they 
were, and ſo vpon iuſt cauſe, arc both receiued and held wor · 
thie men. In the firſt vertuous man, I ſhewed you euen now , 
after his good ſpeed was ſcene, and the way knowne, how he 
did-great things, others were ſtirred vp to haue pleaſure and 
delight in the like, yet ſuch alſo as were better endued, and of a 
more ready motion then the reſt. For all could neither be in- 
cited by example, nor forced by compulſion to needfull ang 
concerning duties, to the pleaſuring of themſelues. Daft, By 
this reckening , wiſdome to forethinłe is not the leaſt helpe 
both to ſeeke and alſo to become great places attained vnto. 
Hud. All my ſpeeches haue tended to that end and purpoſe, 
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Yet firſt I ſhewed you, how bold courage did rouſe and was 
len men from out the cradle of ſecuritie, before they were al- 
ſiſted by conſultationicuen then alſo had they failed of teſolu · 
tion to enterpriſe and breake through diſficulties, ſuch alſoas 
rhaps were r nt vnto reaſon, and aboue that wit could 
rſwade to be poſſible, then all had fainted, and nothing had 
bene atchemed . Now wit, arte, and couuſell, which you ſpake 
of right 1 1 haue ſerued them to prolong their plenty, 
and to haue held them ſtill in eaſe, to haue leſſened and made 
away by deuiſe, ſome of their ſuperfluous and riſing numbers; 
but the ſtrong vertue was firſt, and it preuailed to beſt purpo- 
ſes and bleſſings. Dunſt. Now ſir I beſeech you, ſpeake ſorne- 
what of the defects that were found in them that neuer came 
forward. Hud. I haue promiſed ſo to do. Lou may imagine, 
that while the ſunne is oppreſſed and ſurcharged with cloudes, 
her vertue ofcomforting is for the wlult hindered; but w_w 
ſhehath ourwrought them, and broken thorouyh the blac 
nſon; her lights then cleare, and her operations effectuall. 
ikewiſe, whileſt wantonneſſe, belly cheare, and other entang- 
li * , held men back from the vſe and knowledge 
of themſelues: till I fay , the maiſterfull ſpirit had by maine 
force, ſpoiled and driven away all impediments, they could 
rchaſe no freedome nor reſt contented, vnleſſe they were a- 
ble alſoto make a through conqueſt of themſelues, then which 
there could not be a greater victorie. Danſt. A faire and a ver- 
tuous generation of worthy men, fit to take example at. Nd. 
The princely worthy, that had bene the cauſe of the beginnin 
and di ſcouerie of all theſe things, through his ſearch and ad- 
uenturous inquirie, after I ſay he had laid theſe faſt know- 
ledges, ſufficient both for their owne foundation , and alſo for 
continuing their ſucceeding poſterities, making alwaies the 
end of one diſcouerie, the beginning of another, and aſter him- 
ſelfe for all theſe benefits had bene deſeruedly crowned and 
holden in due honor and regard of the reſt, at once he amended 
all their eſtates, bringing the number of ſuch as were out of or- 
der, into order, by prouiſion as aforefaid , of ſuch neceſſaries ac- 
quired, as nothing but the iuſtice and diſpleaſure of ** 
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God could bereaucthem.Now to iumpe with your deſire, I will 
direttiy ſlie you who were the pecora camps, to whome for 
their vn willingneſſe lutle or nothing was poſſible, Lou muſt 
alſo remember, how at the firſt I tolde you, few by nature and 
their one ready inclination: were warl idee; yet by inſtructi- 
on and imitation, ſhaking off and expulſing the firſt diſeaſe 
called ſlouth, many were faſhioned been the deſire 
they had to folow the diſciplme o the firſt vorthies. Not vuith- 
ſtanding all tis, there remained-aſculke f ſuch. as neither care 
nor caſtigation could amend or make able to entert.ine othet 
* or deſire then at the firſt. Beſides, to increaſe their num · 
ber & ſort, there were diuerſe whoſe courages abated, degene- 
rating and declining by immoderate and intemperate contrari- 
etiesꝭ thorough which they corrupted and loſt their firſt bloud 
and eſtimation, differing in a manner altogether from the good 
reſolutions to vertues, which at the firſt; either themſelues or 
their aunceſtors had bene raiſed vata: who rather then faile, 
by erudition and tradition, for the honour of their owne 
firſt vertues, were deſirous to haue had their poſteritie aſſumed 
and admitted vnto them. To makealong tale ſhort, and the ra» 
ther, becauſe the euening ſtarre hath made the ayre temperate 
and fit for vs to trauell, you muſt ſtill note the number that al · 
waies ſubiected themſelues ſo much to inordinate libertie, that 
no decree could demonſtrate vnto them any thing ſufficient to 
reſpect a more ciuill and perite if but that they would * 
themſelues ypon pleaſures, which they deſired (till to hold, as 
their defence and fafegard, to keepe and defend them from the 
perils of theic life . Playing the tyrants thus with themſelues, 
ſuffering baſeneſſe to beare all the ſway , according to beaſtly 
fantaſie and licentious appetite, ſuch neuer came at all forward 
to better themſelues, neither by reputations for vertues, which 
they were careleſſe to poſſeſſeʒ nor for deſire they had to purge 
or eee themſelues from the ſoft vices they were firſt in- 
fected withall: neither yet were at all moued with the felicitic 


they ſaw the reformed to liue in: nay the commandement and 
reprehenſion that was vſed fur their amendment and bettering 
prevailed not in them. No- * the number of thoſe 
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who neuer admitted excellencies, with thoſe that fell away and 
decreaſed their worthy parts and qualities, without reſpect or 
care to put on againe the habit and dignitie of well doing, you 
may well finde the cauſe , why ſo many vnworthy ; are at all 
times found amongſt fo few bleſſed and happy men, who are 
endued with excellent diſpoſitions of themſclues, to do and to 
diſtribute good and wiſe things. Dani. I pray you fir fuffer me 
yet to aske you this one — 5 more, whether you thinke 
courage or counſell the more beneficiall vertue, to aduance and 
ſet forward actions of greateſt moment? Had. lam content to 
ynderſtand you by your ineaning, and ſo anſwer to that I think 
your deſire is to know, which of the twaine ſhould be the firſt 
or more principall vcrtue to become great things, If wit ſhould 
be of more force then courage, who ſhould keepe the Woolſe 
from the dore? the folde alone cannot defend the ſheep, neither 
one ſheepe helpe another. If courage were not the ling 
vertue , wit would perſwade him not at all to go to . 
and ſuffer there all indurances, depriuing vs of ſuch laudable 
things, as we might elſe at caſe and in ſafetie inioy. Wit can 
teach it is more ſafe tarrying at home, ſleeping in a whole skin 
4 a ſoft bed, then to lic in a waterieditch abroad with blee · 
ding mounds. Wit can ſhew you, that it is better to ſtand by a 
fire of ſtraw, making Mault in a dric houſe , then to ſuffer cold, 
thirſt and hunger vnder the wide open welkin, Wit taught Y. 
hſſe: rather to counterfet wadneſſe, and to chooke himſelfe 
with his countrie ſmoake ; then to change ſweete aud proſper 
rous pleaſure for the ſowre aduerſities that are ſuffered in the 
warres Wit waiting vpon courage, that is a conſonant thing to 
compaſſe and make all yndertakings fortunate, Fortitude ſhal] 
haue much to do, to make wit ſhake of his feare, forget his 
trembling motions , and to put on the amour of all proofes, 
called il Never boldneſſe: but when that is once on, with mote 
eaſe he ſhall be taught the skilles and knowledges which be- 
long to the 3 and ſufficient doing hard and difficult 
things. After this, beſides wit muſt alſo haue conſtant perſwa- 
ſion, to dare to enterpriſe, and in perſon himſelſe to go againſt 
dangers. Wit thus girt, it is good conferring and c ellin 
a wit 
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with him in the field: but if naked wit be principall man 
there , the Drumme and Trumpet muſt ſound and ſtrike vp 
falſe alarms to daunce baſe daunces : farit on a little forwards,at 
the firſt he crycth, then by and by retire : the reſt muſt be dan- 
ced backward , whichvis called a baſe daunce , eſpecially in the 
ficld . Naked wit can bid others be bold to fight, and runne a- 
way himſelfe, he can giue counſell, and direct to begin well, 
but whe there is moſt need to go forward, defecteth euen in his 
owne precepts, ſuch tyrantscan lead men intothe field for their 
owne gbod, vnder the ſtandard of wit. To ſuch faire warres I 
thinke a man might intreat Four companie. Dunſt. Alas Sir, 
hard lodging and bad diet. would be as good as a murthering 
piece to kill me out right. Yet for one day I could be content 
to ſcefalhions amongſt them with a quarter of a cold Pig, and 
an Aquazita.bottle vnder my girdle.” Had. Nay; 1 can aſſure 
you, the warrcs and a colde ſtomack will neuer agree: at theſe 
yeares, you and I will pray from them that may. To martch' 
in Armour, and to ee the waight thereof, would breake 
our bones, bein g, as they are, cold, drie, and marrowleſſe. Dux. 
My ſonne telleth me, it is nothing now a daies to be a ſouldier, 
for they neuer come to pitcht fields, as they were wonee in our 
olde Engliſh warres, the deuifion of houſes was. Had. 
Is uy dune a Fencer that wayes toʒ I thinke he be an vniuer- 
{all man. But I pray you What warde hath he to beare of a 
Musket bullet? it need be with his legges, for his hands 
Iknow are not Piſtoll Dunſt. I conkeſſe thoſe gunnes 
arediudiſb things. and make many-nien rutine away that other 
wayes would not turne their heads. But hen I ſaid a Souldier, 
I mcant the Generall or commander inthe warres , He telleth 
me many times he could:diſcharge the place himſelfe , though 
an enemy in the face.

Marric ſir, in ordering and ordaining the field, and in well lod- 
ging his campe , neare riuers and places defended from conta- 
iousnoiſome winds, Hud. What ſhall then be the Lord Mar- 
his place vnder him, if his r be thus imploied?

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Du. He ſaich Harmbai ſupplied both the romies himſelf,and 


made the offices one: he alwaies when he came to ioyne bat- 
tels and prepare his fights, beſtowed his footmen vpon hils and 
places of aduantage, and his horſemen in the plaines and even 
valleis beneath, H=4.If yong Hanniball your ſonne were chieſe

warrant, Dun. May it pleaſe you fir to take a hard lodging at 
my houſe to night, for I ſee by the Moones — into her wate« 
rie circle, if welit long here, vawholſome dewes will be ſent 
downe vpon vs. Hud. Not now 1 thanke you, I haue ſuch bu- 
ſineſſe with my Lord that I cannot, whe I come into the coun- 
trey againe in vyinter, it is lilce will bid my ſelf vpon this war · 
rantiſe. Quuſt. I haue a caſe of ſume extremitie;wherin bwoutd 
be glad of your worſſups counſell. might I be fo bald to craue 
it. Hud. To morrow in the morning when my Lord is gone 
forth againe to hunt, I wil be ready for you, and as glad of your 
companie as to day. Dunſt. God keepe you Sir, as it becom - 


meth. me, I will waite xpon your comming abroad in the mor. 
ning. Hud. Good night nenghbou mn 0 0103 
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ſo with me, and I might ill haue bene ſpared 
X from my worke folles , who will make it 
noone till it be night, with drinking, ſinging, and lamng them · 
ſelues in the ſhock : but L had rather looſe their whole dayes 
worke, then to haue miſſed your worſhip, who ſo friendly re · 
member me to your hinderance. Had. I perceiue they ſing 
well that worke' well with you, but this faire day will make 
them labour like Bees to gather in your harueſt. Dan. That 
ſeruant is too wicked and careleſſe, who will take his hire and 
leaue hisworke in this ſeaſon , eſpecially when it is a ſigne of 
health to labour. Hud. I doubt not but you are wiſe enough to 
reward them according totheir deſerts; Danſt. I pray you fir, 
heare you any further newes of the good Earle his abiding here 
ſtill amongſt vs? Had. There is nothing knawne to the con · 
traris; they that would haue it ſo, hope as they did, but haw it 
will fall out, the ſequell muſt'ſhewe, Dunſt. How happie 8 
thing were it to the common · wealth, if mẽ of priſe lue 
in their countries to keepe the vaworthy-backe. But the neg» 
gend of them that are and ſhould be worthy, encourage o- 
thers to talee their places, and ſuffer them ſo greedily to cateh 
vp;what they careleſſbe let fall. Should 1 but ſec what mar 
ket croſſes, ſome mens houſes are made with baskcets to pre- 
ſent all maner of things that euery ſeaſon affordeth, you would 
thinke it more then time to r men in their places: 
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Falſe cuſtome hath made — of — Þ are of no deſart 
nor need. on purpoſe to bereaue them that want, euen of that 
they bring vp and ſhoul4 live by. Nay the fooliſh world is 
made more afraid, and ſtand in greater awe of theſe proud ta- 
kers, then they are of God hinſeth by which idolatrie they 
are become more religious towards men then to their maker. 
Should ſuch men not performe to their belly Gods a Michael - 
mas ſacrifice of Honie,they would thinke their Bees would die 
in their Hines, or flie away & forſake them at ſwarming time. 
If not of Brawneand all manner of wilde foule at Chriſtwaſle, 
their yong ſtores would become foule, and die of the kernels 
eare winter paſſe. If not of Veales and Lambes at Eaſter , their 
cattell ſhould rot and dic of the murrion or read-watcr . If not 
ot Pigeons & greene Geeſe at Whitſontide, their yong flights 
ſhould be ſtarued in Carlock moone, and their ſtubble Geeſe 
flie ouer their houſes at Lammas, and be no more ſcene. If not 
of Cherries, Strawberries and Peares at Midſommer, let them 
looke ſor Caterpillers and Summer · winds, to blaſt and deſtroy 
their fruit ere ute come. Would God theſe widows mites 
might ſerue their turnes , then could we go to the pillers and 
our ſelues according to good father Tyndall his counſell. 
there is that which farre exceedeth this, wherewithall at 
this time I am not a little troubled, but to recite it were need · 
leſſe, becauſe it is bootleſſe. Had. If you grow fine on the ſod- 
daine, ſparing to vtter your ſelfe to me, who am no wayes like 
to prooue a dangerous man vnto you, this daies meeting ſhall 
ſoone talce end, and ſo ſtill ſafely thinke to my ſelfe what I had 
thought boldly to haue vttered vnto you, and the rather at your 
ownedelire . Dunſt. If you giue me leaue ſit, it ſhall ban 
peare vnto you, that my owne griefe and no diſtruſt in your fi 
delitie, hath cauſed me to take a new breath in the matter. We 
cat no ſooner bring vp our ſonnes to mans eſtate, but with 
coſtly maintenance ve are faine to make preſents of them alſo:

He had not bin two daies with me ere he 
fellypon his yonger brothers, the true conſorts of my laboures, 
them he outragiouſſ y beat, reuiling beſides his m and me 
with ſuch ralcehelly words, & helliſh oathes, that I feared more 
then in a tempeſt, the downfalling of my houſe on our heads. 
Not with — all this, to make my greefe more reſtleſſe, his 
vnreaſonable and inportunate mother lieth at me night and day 
to make ouer and commit vnto him a little farme that I haue 
forſooth for his preferment in marriage, uſtifying after her fa- 
ſhion all his vices, which ſhe would haue me allow for vertues: 
the ruffianly brawles with his brothers ſhe termeth manhood, 
his horrible ſwearing,hoate & haſtie ſtomach ;his outfacing & 
wording at me, audacitie and manly boldneſſe; ſaying the rude 
hinds his brothers cannot tell how to giue a Gentlman his due, 
that hath bin abroad and learned manners and faſhions. By her 
leaue he ſhall ſhew his bchauiour in ſome other place, where 
ſuch faſhions are in requeſt; with me they ſhalthaue no allow - 
anct, nor himſelfe from me longer maintenance. Better I were 
now and then to ſuffer his remiſſe mother to miſtaleea quarter 
or two ofcorne, to buy the knaue a coate with, then to haue him 
Lord it out thus vnder my noſe, and I to ſweate and ſwimlc e. to 
maintaine his lozelrie. Hudaic. This you take in ſo ill part, is 
not worth your lament nor complaint . If you; r the, 
olde bondage and vaſſalrie men of your condition were wont 
to be in, you ſhould finde, that to beſtow a ſonne thus vporta 
gentlemi,to haue him brought vp, were a pledge of your good 
will to the maiſter for the mi his good, & no ſuch haindus mat 
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or occaſion of your ſonne his faults; for there can no Gentle- 
man be of other minde hut that he had rather his man had ma- 
ny good qualities. then one cuill condition. Your ſonnes clim- 
bing follies, to equall or rather exceed them he ſhould not 
ſtriue withall, in coſtly apparrell and lauiſh expences, is alſo 
blame-worthy in your ſelte, ſetting proud feathers higher 
in his toppe at the firſt, then you are able to reach and pull 
downeagaine when you would. Had you ſaid, the taking of 
ifts and bribes, to peruert and hinder the courſe of iuſtice had 
ee. matter of common ſorrow, and is wont to be withſtood 
and helped by the preſence and authoritie of the honorable, 
their countries ancient benefactors, next and immediatly vn- 
der the Prince, then had you bene of the minde I would haue 
you with me to be may uch reaſons & examples as I am rea- 
dy to yeeld you. Gifts are ſaid to draw a curtaine betweene 
truth and the prudent light & vnderſtanding of tlie iuſt, & to 
make crooked the ſtraight and plaine teſtimonies and ſenten- 
ces of the righteous. It bribes haue truth once in chaſe, light ſhe 
not ona ſtrong couert and ſanctuarie, ſuch an one as is nobili- 
tie, to refuge the wronged,it is oddes after many wrinches and 
pinches giuen her in the courſe, ſhe will alſo be gathered vp 
and ſpoiled by her fierce purſuing enemies, which by craft and 
ſubtiley , =. gaine cope, and take the ſimple harmleſſe 
wretch in their cruell gins and mercileſſe ſnares. Golden blocks 
throwne in the way ofiuſtice, her Chariot is in great danger of 
ouerturning . They therefore that thinke to do iuſtice, ſhould 
not ſo much as looke vpon gifts , which are ſaid to put out the 
eye of equitie. The ſellers and buiers thereof, are not worthy to 
be truſted in a commonwealth, much leſſe fit to hold place and 
dignitic in the ſame. In Romes beſt flouriſhing daies firſt iu- 
ſtice was (old, then Rome it ſelfe was offered to be fold. Two 
vnſatiable buiers we are fare of, that is to ſay, craft and power. 
Now from viperous matricide ſellers, good Lord deliuer vs. 
But I hope there are none who would be contẽt to ſee the ten- 
.der bowels of theirnaturall parents lic bleeding before them: 
but rather truſt eo God, that all our Engliſh nation in generall 
will zitate the fidelity of our Noblemen, who I am perfyaded 
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The diſplay of vaine life. 14 
are all of worthy Fabricius his minde. He hauing a great maſle 
of treaſure ſent him from king Pirrhus, freely without any con- 
ditions to do good er hurt & in the time of his want alſo, refu- 
ſed the ſume vtterly ſetting more by his honourable fi eedom to 
be beholding to no ſtate or Potentate but his own, then he did 
of all the wealth of Egipt at which deniall or vertuous ſpectacle, 
the king adiniring,cocluded it to be as eaſie a matter to alter the 
ſun from his courſe, as to change Fabricius from the ſtrict obſer- 
uance of honeſtie. Beſides their ſtrong reſolutions that way, l 
hope they be Argus eyed to behold from the Beacons & watch 
towers of their wiſdomes, that no rage of rebels ſhall enter the 
realme at vnwares, to endanger her throane, that is the welfare 
of vs all, through whom vnder God we are vpholden . Further 
alſo I doubt not, but if any ſuch ſerpents come creeping in to 
diſperſe their venome, and to infect this ſweet ſoile, which is 
full of God and her benefits, they will be as wiſe as Dedalus 
was, with laborinths to intricate and incloſe them, ſo ſent from 
[our ſnakes then themſelues to endanger our chriſtian peace. 
ay they all on one heape, or were they ſuted alike, the way to 
beware them were more eaſie But ſome time they lie lurking 
in fine penny graſle,where they are ſuteably clad to beguile, for 
4 can hardly be deſcerned from greene. Other- Whiles they 
ie incloſed in caues and dens, wliere they tarrie to mew their 
old skins hich by running through brambles and briers they 
hauing once ſhed and put off. then become they youthfull, and 
frolick it abroad, drawn forth by the comfort of the leaſt breath 
of a warme winde or ſmall ſunne- ſhine. When they haue thus 
diſſolued the ycie limmes before congealed and benummed in 
their frozen dens, then are they fit for the company of them, 
who cannot live vnleſſe they be fed with poiſon. There they 
play the ſerpents indeed, creeping at the firſt into the hearts of 
tuchaynder the colour of dextbtion,they can eaſily draw into 
abuſe, ſupplanting allegeance at the firſt daſh. When they haue 
abuſed ſuch with the infection of conſpiracie, to them they 
drawe forth their commiſſion , whereat there hangeth the 
autenticall ſeale of Rome. The firſt words within the eſcript, 
are murther and rebellion . In the next clauſe is contained 
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plenarie remiſſion , and forgiueneſſe, to any that can fleſh 
themſelues in the ſacred bloud of her gratious Maieſtie, or any 
that be eſpecially neare vnto her. Within this ſame writ not- 
withſtanding,the vnſatiate Legates are named Catholicks and 
pretenſaries to reforme religion, through crueltie to be exer- 
ciſed vpon the annointed of God. In the next clauſe follow ing, 
there is a charge to binde by oath all to be ready, & at all points 
furniſhed, to recouer into obedience ſuch as are fallen awa 
{rom the ſtatutes and ordinances of the ſea Apoſtolielc. After 
that, goeth on the laſt point, vnder whom they muſt ſerue, that 
is to wit, vnder the Archſtanderd- bearer of Antechriſt, the 
king of Spaine and his deputies. Dun. I truſt the ioy full crowne 
that God hath giuen her Maieſtie, through her true feare and 
loue of him,ſhall continue her triumph in godly and plenteous 
peace to fill the whole land ſtill with her benefits,notwithſtan- 
ding helles ſting, and its roarings againſt her, Had, Yea God 
doubtleſſe will euer let them want ſomwhat to diſapoint their 
wicked rages, which their commiſſion cannot ſupply, not with- 
ſtanding their parcialities and factions: as appeared by the om-' 
nipotent hand of God from heauen, ouerthrowing & bringing 
to naught their Giant. like deuiſes; through the ſtrength and 
great neſſe whereof they threatned the firmament, and thought 
to haue ſupplanted the very foundations and ground-workes 
of heauen. Becauſe you may remeber how God cõfounded the 
deuiſes of thoſe that put their confidence and truſt in thẽſelues, 
and their one right hands, becauſe, I ſay, you ſaw how they 
were ſcattered and diſperſed into divers nations, flying before 
the face of the winds, no man forcing them, I will therfore for- 
beare to ſpeake ot the notableneſſe therof, not taking vpon me 
to be able or worthy to iudge wherein the ſecret determination 
of the Almighty alone preuailed. But now to tel you what they 
want and ſeeke for chiefly amongſt vs, as alſo to what conclu- 
ſions their drifts tend: know you that they hunt the authority 
of great perſons, by them to bring in arauening monſter vpon 
vs, to worke our cõfuſion by a beaſt of confuſion, if there could 
any ſuch be found that would vndertake to bring in hungrie 
rauenours to poſſeſſe with cruelty what they bleſſedly enioy.

{ules to amend any thing that is amiſle in religion, but preſent- 
ly poiſoning,or other degrees of confuſion, are either purpoſed 
or executed vpon them that ſtand againit them How open a 
thing is it to cuery vnderſtanding, to beleeue that they who go 
about, ot with to change the Queenes molt excellent Maieſtie 
from the religion ſhe hath al waies preferred before the ſafety of 
her life, that the ſame men haue not concluded and determined 
her death, according to the endeuors and abilities they were of. 
Nowl hope you ſee by this commiſſion, how the fellow catho- 
liksthat were are become fellow ſouldiers, & from leſuites, trai- 
tors, & ſeedmen of ſedition & conſpiracie. Their harwles deſire 
to inſtruct the ignorant, & to bring back againe thoſe ſeduced 
ſtray ſneepe, that had wandered forth from the ſold of Rome, 
that is alſo laid a ſleepe and changed. Iremember how they dal- 
lied out the matter like Chaxcers Frier at the firſt, vnder pre- 
tence of ſpiced holineſſe. Dan. I beſeech you ſir, expreſſe your 
conceit of that Frier. Hud. This holy man came ſick to a chap- 
pell of eaſe, where one of his good dames dwelt, who had wont 
to beſtow the beſt roome and cheriſhing in her houſe on him. 
Shee ſeeing this drooping pulier thus diſlreſt, pitty ranne 
ſoone into her gentle heart, offering to him at the firſt the 
choiſt of fuch things as ſhe had in a readineſſe to cate . A- 
monꝑſt thereſt a Henne was named,preſently to be killed for 
him. A Henne quoth the limmeter, nay good dame, God de- 
fend the ſhould be done to death for fo ſinfull and wicked

Had his diſcretion bene 
any thuig, his wit might haue benetollerable, Dunſt. It is ver 
likely, ſuch free places muſt ſometimes be peſtered with fu 
perſons of — , to offend ſome on purpoſe, to delight o- 
ther ſome, making alſo a thifting liuing of their baſe profeſſi- 
on. I remember 7 erence ſaith, that refreſhing by meats, drinks, 
and other money colts , will make a bold Paraſite impudent. 
And Plautus faith ; God haue mercy hunger-ſtarucd belly for 
ſuch forlorne ieſts. There can hardly be found a more inſuffici- 
ent fault, that may concerne one man to another, then for him 
that hath wit, to make himſclfe madde with outragious folly, 
offending them that give no cauſe . How do they pull ther 
meate out of the fue; that fo confirme themſclues fooles fot 
one dayes dinner? Now you being a ſtranger viito him, and 
without offence-in your ſelfe. I can but maruaile, how Adam 
Meri mouth his voluntarie could runne vpon you. Hud. The 
principall matter Ithinke was, he found himſelfe ſtrong to ſet 
vpon,and my ſelf of leaſt ſhew in the houſe, and ſo the weakeſt 
to reſiſt. Dunſt. What a miſcrable thing is it, for one that hath 
wit, to giue hiuiſelfe leaue groſely tooffend; or for a man to 
do hurt with commendable things, marring a good wit, with a 
rebrobate tounge? I long to heare how he could pick out his 
commoditie from out you, whether by prepared matter on 
purpoſe deuiſed againſt ſome one that vſed the place and was 
wanting, or how otherwiſe I beſeech you to ſhewme.

deſtroieth life. Dunſt. Theſe good teachings God willing,ſhall 
prooue counſailes to me, not to oppreſſe nature with vnruly 
and continuall feeding, or by ouerdoing otherwiſe to her pre- 
dice. Had. What 457 come ſhort of me in knowledge I per- 
ceiue not, your words I fee are of a phiſicall coniugation,which 
becauſe you pretend ignorance, will helpe you to decline. 
Varuly gouernance, you ſhall perceiue, was the confuſion and 
certain pouring out of this Gentlemis life, For they that make 
no diſcreet choiſe of che meates and drinkes they take, neither 
of the exerciſes of their bodies , but ſuffer immoderate ſleepe, 
& luper-abounding diet, to kill the quick diſpoſitions of their 
conſtitutions , which ſhould haue bene nouriſhed by the mo- 
derate vſe of thoſe refreſhings : let ſuch riotouſe waſters of 
themſelues, looke for no helpe from the Phiſitions to linger 
out their dayes, but rather vntimely death, or continuall help- 
leſſe ſickneſſe. Dunſt. Your words put me in minde of this old 
prouerbe; Either a foole or a Phiſition. He that prodigally 
with greedy luſt, followeth ſenſuall appetite, ſurcharging na- 
ture with continuall ſuperfluities, him I take to be the foole 
thus meant. He that can ordinately moderate his reſpects, by 
due gouernance, bridling his appetitious deſires, and vnſatiable 
pleaſures, contrary to this largeneſſe, him I take to be the Phi- 
ſition. There is alſo another deadly delectation, which I thinke, 
breedeth both fooles and Phiſitions : by that ſweete bait with- 
out auoidance, we are tickled on to vntimely death, vnleſſe by 
wholſome preparatiues of continencie, we meet and go againſt 
that foredeſeals called lecherie . By her the ſeed of lifes beſt di- 
geſted ſubſtance & marrow goeth from vs, which ſhould feed 
lite, accord ing to our firſt creation and nature. Hud. Take heed, 
whilſt you think to ſpeake wiſely, you erte not in greater mat- 
ters, thẽ thoſe we were in hand with. I here is another int ellect, 
of farre more worthy creation in man, that was firſt faſhioned, 
ere that carnall fleſhly groſſe matter was cõpact. who brought 
with it a perfectiõ beyond our vnder ſtanding & reaſon, xhich 
Ceeth all things in vs; and her ſelfe not ſeene at all of vs; yet 
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through the vigor of her force, we haue alight of the know- 
2 of truth contained in her: which as it was firit made, fo 
ſhall it perpetually be. The other caducall fleſhly matter. whe- 
ther it be bloud. ſinewes, veines, or the ſecret treaſure of life,ſo 
called hy you, it had neither the firſt nor the like admirable be- 
ginning that this had, therefore miſ-termed by you, to be the 
firſt creation or nature in man, Dunſt. I haue bene ſo ſufhci- 
ently taught already, that Icannot erre herein. Your ſelfe haue 
prooued, that all other things, as vertues themſelues, a man may 
haue from his parents, who vnder God are the workers of na- 
turall things in their children, either mediate or immediately. 
Now ſir, for the infuſion of ſoules, I hope no Chriſtian man is 
ignorant, that the knowledge of thoſe deuine matters, proceed 
onely and altogether miraculouſly from Almighty God, yec 
the ſame not ſo excellent nor ſo deuine a creature from him, 
that it ſhould equall or exceed it maker . But Lam forrie, the 
adding my fooliſh words to a matter ſo ſufficiently vnder- 
ſtood,ſhould take away the occaſion offered you,to ſhew vnto 
methe peſtilent cuils, that delicious vice leacherieſtealeth vp- 
on vs, rotting our bodics while we are aliue, offending thereby 
all that come neare vs, with our vnwholſome brimſtone 
breathes,which are faine to be abated and corrected with pow- 
ders perfuined. elſe could we not endure our {clues , whole rut- 
ting conditions haue made theſe rammith faults , and not wiſe 
and temperate nature. You haue made ſo good ſhew of your 
wit in deſcribing that matter already, in ſuch ſort, that there 
needethno furcher declaration thereof ſo that there reſteth on- 
ly now vſe of your memorie to reſtore vs to the matter we haue 
thus long digrelled from. Dunſt. If you thinke good, the pa- 
per in your hand will 2 remembrancer, Hud. It ſhall 
ſo be, but firſt you muſt imagine, it ſpealceth of the higheſt pat- 
terne of pride thut hath bene in a world, pleaſing hunſelfe al- 
waies with the iollitie of opinion. that all concluſions, counſels 
and knowledges, were within himſcife,and that he needed nei- 
ther conference, lielpe or ſuccour, of any other mans wit, but 
that he was ordained by his owne aids to 1eatch into milteries, 
eicher naturall or ſupernaturall,and ſoas I ſay, mightie enough 
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in his owne cunning to confirme and reſolue himſelf notwith- 
ſtanding the miſterie, ſubtiltie, or intricatneſſe of any contro- 
uerſic whatſocuer. The ſame eaſie and contemptible opinion 
he held of all creatures, the like alſo he did of God himſelfe. 
Dunſta. 1 pray you alſo let me once more {tay the matter, with 
asking what reli zion he was of. Hud. But that IT know'you 
meane plainly. I haue great cauſe to doubt you mocke me, en- 
quiring ſach a man his religion, hearing him thus diſcribed. 

ntill I haue read this writing, hold your ſelfe contented, to 
thinke he was an ace worle then Iulius the Apcitata; he yet 
at the laſt caſt while his bowels were dropping out before him, 
feeling the ſecret 2 ee of God ſent downe vpon the 
blaſphemer could inthe indurateneſſe of his heart, crie out and 
acknowledge the Galilean to be a conqueror ouer all godleſſe 
Giants. Thus beginthe words according to the tenure of my 
copie. 

"The ſtrange and monſtrous life and death, of a vertuleſſe 
recreant, who this other day made himſelfe a notable ſpectable 
to all proud loftie tyrants,blaſphemous deuils,and voluptuous 
Epicures, together with his ſpecches to his ſeruants at his dead- 
ly ſick neſſe, firſt taking 1 followeth alſo his ſoules 
farewell, and forſaking the body. Eſcript. Gogſwounds, a pox 
on that damned Ghoſt, I thinke the Baw de hath poiſoned me, 
Gogs heart, ſicker and ſicker, oh that I had the helliſh hagge 
here, to torment her ere I die. Oh my heart and all commeth 
vp together. Lord haue mercy vpon me, oh good God, oh 
ſweete lefus, helpe me, 1 ſhall die, I ſhall die: James, go de- 
ſire maiſter Doctor to come pray with me, and for my ſinfull 
ſoule. Go when I bid you, and bring him ſuddainly. T howas, 
How fareth it with my maiſter, James? ewes. I thinke he be 
out of his wits, he ailed nothing when he went to ſupper, now 
he hath ouercharged his ſtomach after his old faſhion , he cri- 
ethout ſhe hath poiſoned him, the hath poiſoned him. Surely 
he is thoroughly in tonight, for I neuer knew vntill now, but a 
pipe of Tobacco, or a little warme water tak ing, would haue 
= him. Doth he call this drinking of PE pleadge them 
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that will, I meane not to entertaine into my body, any ſuch cu- 
rious accidents, as bring with them paſſionate ſickneſſes, for a 
little oucrſlowing kindneſſe. But my maiſter Iam perſwaded, 
findes himſclfe drunke to night of the diuell his cup, and muſt 
needs haue a Preacher in all the haſt, to raiſe that the deuill 
hath chrowne done. For my part, I am aſhamed to bring a de- 
wne into ſuch a polluted place of turmoile, as my maiſter hath 
made his chamber Yet glad I haue gotten ſo good an occaſion 
to be out of the ill ſauors and ſtincks I was vexed withall even - 
now, But Thomas, liſt how he calleth vpon God, this geare 
worketh to the purpoſe, it hath made his head ſo full of waues, 
chat by his floating prayers , and calling ypon God, I feare it 
will breed madneſſe in the end. He was not wont in his perfect 
minde to remember God on this faſhion. Mat. James, what 
lames let the k naue alone, Iwill none of the babling foole,hang 
him he will but tell mea tale of three in one, and all one, I will 
none of the Juggler | . /ames. Yea marry T homas , now my 
maiſter beginneth to mend, liſt how he ſweareth and raileth a- 
gaing,after his old faſhion, I ſee well now there is no danger in 
him : I thought his head was but tottic . Aaiſt. lame: giue me 
a pipe of that 7 rmiaatho Tobacco, Jack brought me yeſterday 
from my brother Robin, the other is too bitter, Ilike it not. So, 
now I will prooue if I can catch a ſleepe; ſhut the dore, but 
go not farre from me. Thomas, How goeth the world now 
lames with my maiſter? Jam, It is to be doubted he draweth 
home wards e fetcheth his wind ſo ſhort : now I begin to feare 
indeed he hath inet with ſome falſe meaſure, for he burneth fo 
hoat,that it tãnot be but his bloud ſweateth within him, & that 
he is ſtung with an Aſpis. T hom. Doubtleſſe, if your words be 
true he either hath eaten black pottage , or elſe hath ſwallowed 
downe a Cheſ nut whole, for I heare he heaueth and fetcheth 
hard to remoue it, but it will not be raiſed, Ian. Helpe, helpe, 
T homas,my maſter is in a ſ ond. Alas he is in a lethargie, draw 
the Curtaines, and let in the aire, 7 hm. No, rather he is in a 
frenſie, ſhut the windows & keep out the light. / amm. Sir, for the 
paſſion of God, let nothing trouble you: ſhe loueth you too 
well, to play ſuch a part by you, ho are her chiefe friend, and 
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all her maintainer, if ſne were here, this would prooue a heauy 
ſight vnto her. Good fir, hurt not your ſelfe, G miſdeeming 
her, whoſe thoughts I dare ſweare, are harmeleſſe toward 
you. It is but a qualme, you ſhall ouercome it well enough. 
T homas, go fetch bay Friſland hither , my mailler will ride a- 
broad and take the ayre, bid the Faulconer bring hither the 
Barbarie Taſſell, my maiſter will ſee her flic. I beſeech you fir, 
ſhe vs ſome comfort of your well doing. Here is your chaine 
of Pearle, pleaſeth it you to put that on? Here is your hat with 
the bruche of Diamonds, will you haue it Here is your Po- 
penioy, take her on your fiſt , prattle birde, prattle to maiſter. 
Here are your Monckies, play with them. _ fetch you 
your cloake with tiche buttons? and if you will (it vp in your 
bed, Iwill reach you the looking-glaſle: if you ſaw your ſelfe, 
there were no cauſe why you ſhould diſpaire . But behold, in 
good tune ſir, here is Maiſter Doctor your Philition come, 
{peake vatohim, and he will helpe you. Dettor. /ames, let him 
alone, trouble him not, he is entring the gates of death, her ſha- 
dow hath ouer-ſpred him. Thriſe before this time I haue bene 
with him, to forwarne him, that miſrule and diſordered diet 
would ſhorten his dayes He hath a dead Palſey all ouer his bo- 
dic, I muſt needs be gone: Iames, farewell, there is ſcant one 
houres life left in him. James. Sec Thomas the courſe of this 
world,ſpight of Arts maintenance, and Pluſicks diligence, to 
day an Emperour, to morrow dead. Hud. You mult imagine 
the man already dead, home the Phiſitions giue ouer, Vpon 
this it is to be ſuppoſed, his ſeruants they voided the chamber, 
and prepare their lots ready, to draw cuts how to deceiue moſt, 
and who to begin firſt. Like good fellowes, they mult agree 
within themſelues, to part ſtakes euenly; leaſt by their falling 
out, the true owners come by their right. Dun. Had he made no 
will in his life time, to direct his goods ? his lands I know can 
want no heires. Hud. Thinke you a man thus diſſolute could 
ſet any thing in order, himſelfe ſo farre out of frame? Now fol- 
loweth the difference between the ſoule & the body, at the time 
of their ſeparation. Soul. Proud voluptuouſe caitife, woe 


worth the time I was deſtined to * in thee. Foule lumpe 
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of lead, haue Thin thy hand- maid, attending on thee night and 
day, alwaies quickning to my power thy flow and dull capaci- 
tie, ſctting before thee to exerciſe thy heauy and downward 
diſpoſition, beautifull heauens, the rich ſubſtance of thy omni- 
potent maker, and why wouldeſt thou not there behold ſignes 
and wonders,fufficient caufes to haue made theeknow and de- 
liglit in thepower and Maieſtie of our Almightie workemai- 
ſter, exceeding all Arts and vnderſtandings? How often would 
I haue had thee occupied in beholding the ſunne that ad- 
mired glory of the heauens 2 Commended not I alſo vnto thy 
brutiſhneſſe, the innumerable number of ſtarres, rare orna- 
ments of the fame? In ike manner opened not I vnto thee the 
Moone , her reuolutions and changes, and by her the whole 
yeares ſeaſons? Dull-card as thou art did not I belides prompt 
into thee wit and knowledge how to guide thy ſelie vader 
them? How often did ] flatter thee, to haue inticed thy groſſe 
ſences to adorethat wonderfull greatneſſe? Sturdie block, thou 
wouldeſt neithet bowe nor iucline to him. Tolde Inot thee alſo 
in time and at the beginning, what thy fooliſh couet ing liberty 
and contempt of his power, would bring vs vnto? By thy earth- 
ly and careleſſe reſt, thou haſt purchaſed to thy ſelfe mortall 
eath, and to me immortall vnreſt and torment. Haue ] this for 
my reward, to be killed for quickning and comforting thee ? 
Did Iſue to get thine eyes placed in thy forehead, to ſee before, 
and in time to the behoofe of vs both, that we might not re- 
pent vs after and too late? Haſt thou alſo caſt them behind thee, 
and made them looke downeward to delight in the old rotten 
and corrupt grandameearth? I was faſhioned according tothe 
circumſpect vndefiled mirror of the maieſtie of God, and after 
the Image of his gcodneſſe. I was conueigſied into thee a hea- 
uenly and a beautifull ſoule, but thy wickednefle hath giuen 
me my deformities, & made me alſo fooliſh. I found but a little 
ſparke of fire in thee, not ſufficient to miniſter or to conuay 
needfull things to nature, to keepe her warme withall: but now 
I haue inerealed and kindled that little, all is on fire, & ſo haue 
committed that I repent me of. Being ſufficient from my ma- 


ker, in my ſelfe at the firſt. extending now that power too farre, 
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am become ſo weake , that I am able neither to helpe my ſelfe 
nor thee , letting niy wiltull boldneſſe worke my diſtruction. 
When l entred into thee, I laboured with diligence to haue 
married thee vnto me, but thou wouldeſt not ſuffer me to com- 
mune louingly with thee, about matters of euerlaſting memo- 
riall, and ſaluation of vs both . Thou haſt bene a heauy lumpe 
vnto me, keeping downe my cogitations, which werte alwaies 
muſing vpon the holy Ghoſt, his deſcending downe into our 
heart, to haue warmed our frozen zeale that was ſetled there. 
 Hadſt thou obſerued the charge I brought with me, which 
was for all thy makers benefits, to loue and feare him. Had we 
entertained, that we had bin ſafe: that louing feare would haue 
kept vs ſo in our makers fauour, that we ſhould haue bene pre- 
ſerued there ſtill , vnder the ſuerty thereof, till we had bene 
brought back againe whence I came, to cuerlaſting life. Woe 
worth ſuch a manſion and habitation: as Ihaue indured with 
thee,the bitter and tedious fellowip Ihaue had with thee, hath 
bene voide of all ioy and conſolation. Ah fooliſh Adam that 
thou wert no better ſetled, but ſhrankeſt away at the firſt tem 
tat ion, ſuffering the Serpent to take from the image of God o- 
bedience and loue, which thou wert commaunded to exerciſe 
thy ſelfe in. Thou wert too fond to beleeue one witneſſe againſt 
thy ſelfe, and that one a weake , and an vnſufficient woman, a- 
gainſt whom by law thou mighteſt haue excepted . Nay then 
too wicked Eua, that thou wouldeſt fo haſtily credit one, & he 
a ferpent, thus to be taken with delight & delicicus ſhew. eſtee- 
ming apparance, & neglecting ſubſtance. When thou wert de- 
ceiued, hadſt thounone to perſwade but thy maſter Adam, M hõ 
thy ſelfe ſhouldit haue feared and obeied, and not tempted and 
beguiled ? Were there not works of Gods hands enough alſo 
beſides, and thoſe aboue thy c apacitic, but thou mult meddle & 
intangle thy wit with that ſecret and forbidden vnderſtanding, 


euen wittingly therby to periſhinperill 2 No Adam, it was not 


thou, nor the Serpent that hurt me, it was the woman: we were 
taken out of that offence & could not beware, but that we muſt 
be boũd again with the chaines of darknes , & that by a womg. 


While I kept chice fro knowledge to delight in th&thoutiddeſt 
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without ſpurres, & couldit by thy ſelfe ſtrongly lay hold on the 
raines. But after thou hadſt troden thier ow 4g ſoone wert 
thou fallen into Salomon his deepe pit > When thou haddeſt 
once ſcene the daughters of deſtruction, how long was it cre 
thou wert taken with their ſnares? How often did I bid thee 
take example by Viyſes , to ſtop thy cares, not at all to heare 
their poiſoned charmes, which had power to changethy forme 
into the ſhape and condition of Swine, wherein whole legions 
of deuils delight to dwell? Before thou wert allured by them, 
decent apparell , mannerly to fit and become thy body, to keep 
out and defend offenſiue and hurtfull things to the ſame, would 
haue contented thee. Now ſhirts of a hundereth marks a peece, 
waſte · coates of the like value, ill fauouredly to diſhoneſt the 
wearers, beſides other attirings of too exceeding coſt, will not 


ſuffice to corrupt and depraue our countertait and diſguiſing 


groſſeneſſe. Before thou wert vp-growne to tlus vice(powring 
out the ſap and pithe of thy body vpon this appetitie, from 


which thou wouldeſt not refraine thine affections) temperate 


diet within meaſure, according to natures mediocritie, would 


alſo haue ſufficed to haue kept thy body in better health and 
vigour, with theſe outrages , thorough which thou halt loſt the 
maiſterie of thy ſelfe. Now the whole aire, ſea, and land, beſides 
the — hs or additaments of Art , will not ſuffice to vp- 


hold & maintaine thy immoderat luſt. Before thou loſt thy vn- 


derſtanding , and committedit thy ſelfe to bodily and fleſhly 
gouernment , wholſome and nouriſhing meates , according to 
natures indifferencie, would haue contented thee: now all the 
Artificers, that belong or owe any kinde of ſuite, to the puddle 
houſe or foule place of carnall delights, can ſcarſely finde out or 
inuent one, pleaſing diſh to thy tombling appetite, thus rol- 
led vp and downe in fleſhly delights . Oh how happie haddeſt 
thou bene, i thou couldeſt haue commanded a new creation of 


creatures, acceptable to thy delights , that they might haue 


awed vpon them alſo! O very plant of ſinne, that it was my 
geln to be dwell with thee,that haſt made thy throat the Se- 
pulchre of ſinne, and thy body a denne of deuils ! Euen now 
through the vchemencie of thy ſiclneſſe, thou haddelt a deſire 
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thy heart dim vp thy mouth againe? Hadſt thou not bene poſ- 
{cit with the cuſtome of inning , prayers had broken the pri- 
ſon of thy aduerſarie the deuill, as witneſſeth Paule and Sylas, 
at whoſe prayers the foundations of the priſon were ſhakẽ, the 
Gaole dore ſet open, and they looſed of their bonds at Philips 
in Macedonia. Had thy praiers bin effectuall, thou hadſt ſhaken 
off an enemy vpon the earth, and found a friend in heauen;bue 
they were forced and conſtrained, thy deuotion being couered 
with the darkneſle of ſinne. But why complaine I of thee, when 
my ſelfe, agreed to hearken and giue care vnto their inticings? 
and was as willing to corrupt the ſtate and place my maker 
gaue me, as thou wert? I was married to thee in thy childhood, 
and ere thou cameſt into the world. I had my moneths grow- 
ings as thou haddeſt, and deliuered thence as thou wert. It is I 
that haue tranſgreſſed, and it is I that haue caſt vs both into 
mortalldarkneſle .”Thou wert not the priſon nor Gailox vnto 
me. Thad a large gallery in thee to walke, thou wert the chariot 
wherein I triumphed, but I committed the ruledome therof to 
two violent guides, the one called riotous or proſpei ous Luxu- 
rie, the other, loftie or ſtately Pride, — which two Ada- 
mants the deuil drew me with his charmes wholy into his 

ſeſſion, whereas at the fuſt , repleniſhed with all grace, I was 
ſubiect to no neceſſitie of ſinne. We thought our makers com- 
mandements had bin ſtraight yoakes,too heauy for vs to beare: 
wherevpon the deuill, a ready helpe at all deſperate and mur- 
muring aſſayes, gaue vs counſell to ſeeke libertie, and to be tree 
as all other creatures were. An acceptable thing to obtaine, but 
dangerous to ſcekeby way of perdition, by wandring alone 
without a guide, amonigſt encmies deſtitute of al aids. Threugh 
this headlong way we haue purchaſed vnto our ſelues great 
captiuitie. Did we ſceke liberty? . had a large lihertie to 
do well, and that was all that we werd tommanded to do, which 
we called yoakes, hardly impoſed vpon vs. Contrary to this, ve 
ſought a libertie to do ill, Whithet going on without retur- 
ning, we haue pulled a waight vpon vs, the burthen whereof 
is intollerable. Our vnnaturall leaumg and deſpiſing our 
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to call ypon God , but how ſoone did thy foule ſpirit within 
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principall guide by furious ppetite, ſtriuing to vſurpe, brealce, 
and bring vnder, that which ſliould haue bene our Soueraigne, 
by forbidden deſires coueting that we ſhould not haue deſired, 
we are become the ſeruants ot lult, and fo depriued and cut off 
from being a branch of the tree of euerlaſting life, from whence 
we were firſt ſprong out. How often were theſe fore warn 
ſpeeches pronounced vnto vs,from the moſt exccllent ſpirit of 
the Almighty?Satiſfhe your ſelues, Jooke what you couet is im- 
tble 2 you to haue; you being ſubiect members from the 
inning , breake not the law of your creation. How much 
better had it bene for vs to haue carried thankfull minds lor the 
innumerable benefits recerued and enioyed, then thus to haue 
rebelled a freſh againſt the hoſt of redemption; who by his 
meeke ſufferings tooke away the firſt ſting of death, and an- 
nointed vs againe with the oile of grace? Vnworthy that we 
ate, had we but carried thankfull minds, hambly and louingly 
to haue reſpected his mercifall ſufferings for vs, we had now al- 
ſo found a ſtrong hold to haue riſen vp againe by. I ſhewed 
thee what was true, and what was falſe, which were my proper- 
ties, but I could neuer get thee to conſider what was to be done, 
and what was to be left vadone. If I could haue delighted thee, 
thou wouldeſt haue exerciſed thy ſelfe in me. But now I haue 
let goe my hold, and ſlid downe into the world with thee, 
where giuing my conſent to all manner of cuils, we haue made 
our conſcience our aduerſarie, holding it downe with the cu- 
ſtome and guiltineſſe of offending , fo that long ſince we haue 
leſt vs no poſſibilitie of amending. Had we taken heed in time, 
continencie had fo walled vs in, as no enemy could haue entred 
his batteriſe, neither the fleſh, the world nor the deuill humſelfe, 
which is the chaire of peſtilence . Looke as leproſie maketh a 
leaper fo doth ambitious diſobedience & fleſnly ſoftnes, breed 
a'deuill . Thou wert of an earthly generation, nouriſhed with 
milke , ordered according to mans reformation & inſtructionʒ 
but I was created in righteouſneſſe, diſpoſed according to the 
nurture and vnderſtanding of the Almighty , who will not be 
pleaſed with the beaſtly maners our ſelues haue faſhioned and 
made here beneath in this world. Thorough thee 1 IK 
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hindered of the ent and increaſe of grace, which was 
miſed me, yea thorough thee I haue loſt humilitie and conti- 
nency,the gard that ſhould haue defended me. Had I overcome 
in this world , we had worne an immortall crowne; but now 
thou haſt preuailed, I haue loſt the ſincerity of an angelicall ſpi- 
rit, and am become abhominable in the fight of God, belies 
whom we ſhall haue no kindred to ſpeake for vs nor any other 
that — — bound by benefits and rewards , nor yet ſuch as 
will be afraid of our threats and commands But as we could 
haue none to ſpeake againſt ys in this life, no not in the behalfe 
of truth and innocencie:ſo now we ſhall finde none ſo corrupt 
to ſpeake for vs before him, who will ſuffer no bolſtered cauſes 
nor depending delaies to caſe vs one whit. But there we ſhall be 
ſure tofinde the whole quire of heauen equiuolent,to mdge be · 
tweene good and euill, pronouncing this definitive ſentence; 
Go yee curſed and poſſeſſe vtter darłneſſe, prepared for the de- 
uill and his Angels, where it is not knowne nor remembred 
what the treaſure of immortalitie is. Fortunes wanton , how 
much better for vs had it bin, by tribulations to haue bin wea- 
ned and ſeparated from the voluptuous delights of the world, 
then to haue cnioyed this liberty, thus to fultil our . & 
_ UN controlemẽt But in com 1 8 our ſelues, 
we haue ſet at naught al creatures, eſpecially t re, defyin 
at the heart their — — — 6 — 
gone vp into heauen, in the bitterneſſe of their ſoule, accuſing 
vs to the maieſty of him before whom their praiers cannot but 
be heard. Thus confounded with cruell & immoderate exceſſe, 
how could we propound ynto our ſelues long life, whẽ we neg- 
le the means to preſerue health? Nay, what could we lookefor, 
but ſoddaine & miſerable confuſion; who preferred exceſſe be- 
fore mediocrity? Thou wert in the right. ſne poiſoned thee, thy 
tender and louing darling, that imbraced euery vaine & ioint of 
thee, holding thee ſo faſt, that thou hadſt no feeling of thy ſelfe. 
It was a right ſhees part, after ſhe had inflamed thee within, made 
thee cold bare & naked without, to leaue thee alſo like a block, 
emptic & hallo within, fit for nothing but wormes to creepe 
into. For all thy high climing, ſhe hath * thee low enough. 
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Farewell, the worlt veſlell that euer good licour was put into. 
Corruption I ay farewell, till we meet in hell. Whether I go 
vp ward or downward, torment is euer before me, and the 
ſound of this trumpet; come ye that are dead in ſinne, to judge- 
ment. I am but a borrowed ſpirit, thou canſt not call me back 
againe,wherfore without hearing thy reply, farewell. Dun. Ah 
deſperate mans death. in whom was all proneneſſe to ill, and 
no diſpoſition to do good. It ſhould ſeeme he was haled out of 
this world contrar ie to nature: and without the conſent of fick- 
neſſe. Your report of theſe newes , haue put me in minde of a 
ſpeach I once receiued from the wiſeſt mans mouth that I 
thinke was in our age, if I may ſpeake it, as I hope I may with- 
out offence. This worthy Gentleman, was called in other coun- 
tries as I haue heard the Engliſh Salomon: the honorable dig- 
nitie and place he bare here, were ſufficient appreuements of 
his wiſe vertues. Sir Nicholas Bacon,oncea famous Lord keeper 
of the broad ſeale: whoſe words agree rightly to prooue one 
part of your ſpeach, that the woman had done the hurt, which 
the deuill gaue ouer and could not preuaile in. His experience 
was on this fort; In his yong daes, a frend of his that was like to 
ſuffer death, for conſenting to murther a child he had vnlaw- 
fully begotten on a moſt wicked woman, ſent for him to the 
— where he then was: to whom this worthy Gentleman, 
oping to do good, was eaſily intreated to come. At his firſt en- 
trance into ſpeech with him, he ſtraightly charged him with 
the hainouſneſſe of the crime, ſaying , he thought all the deuils 
in hell could not haue inticed him to haue done the like. To 
whom he anſwered, his conciept of him was good, and no other 
then the truth: for it was not the deuil that had the vpper hand 
of him, who receaued alwaies a diſcouraging anſwer: ſo that 
{hewing his complaint of not preuailing to her,ſhe gaue a hare 
der onſet that would take no nay, as by the ſequell appeared. 
To demonſtrate the matter more euidently, he 4 rew out to this. 


honourable Gentleman , her diuers charming letters , written 
vnto him with ſuch termes of confident boldneſſe, as were 
hardly to be reſiſted in an affectionate body. Which when this 
modeſt Gentleman had read, ſo ſoone as coueniently he might, 
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betooke himſelfe to humble prayers ; that it might pleaſe Al- 
mightic God all the dayes of 2 life, to deliuer him from the 
high and mightie preuailing temptations of wicked women. 
Hud Sutely a deed beſeeming a moſt aduiſed wife man, whom 
no doubt all his doings declared to be the beſt obſeruer of god- 
ly mediocrity that I haue knowne:arate matter in a man of his 
greatneſſe. Danſt. But I ſhall neuer forget the horrible death 
and end of a moſt vnrighteous wretch . Iehinke not my ſelſe a 
little beholding vnto you for theſe good teachings), though by 
the example ot the moſt abſolute ill man that ever liued. Hud. 
To giue me thanłes, is but to purchaſe you your due from me, 
who haue not my ceremonies in ſo good areadineſſe. l am more 
like to profit my ſelfe by your reports, eſpecially derĩuing them 
from ſo well a choſeh worthy, whoſe approoued example here- 
in, Iwill bind my ſelfe to obſerue, taking it for a generall rule, 
that the deuill when he goeth about to beguile man, thinketh it 
more meete to procure women to ſolicite for him, then to go 
himſelfe on the errand, as witneſſeth alſo more ſpecially the ex- 
ample of Euab. Dunſt. Now L beſeech you to your other Lon · 
don newes. Hud. With a good will ; another newes 3s this. 
There was of late, an old mani in the Cittie, who decaied as it 
ſhould ſeeme in memorie, miſtoolce the ſeaſon of the yeare, per- 
ſw-ading himſelfe he felt Aprill flowers ſpringing freſh in his 
withered body, thought it had bene May in January. Whervp- 
on, he ventured like a freſh gallant to marry a yong damoſell, 
to whom he might well haue bene grandfather. Dunſt. Poore 
wench,ſhe was like to haue a great harueſt & a little corne. But 
I pray you ſir, did ſhenot hood the old foole? Hud. You make 
ſuch haſt to your new found phraſes, that they aske leaſure for 
me to vnderſtand them Dx». The old word is ſo odious, that 
for my part I cduld be content the deed and all were out of fa- 
ſhion: but doubtleſſe, I can thinke no leſſe, but this marriage 
muſt needs iumpe with my meaning, for hoate and cold cannot 
agree together, Huddle. You meane ſhe made him Cuekold. 
Dunſtable. I had almoſt ſaid ſo. H r h ky wwe 
hoods prooue not true, yet perhaps this did; andnow fir to the 
purpoſe. T his old courſer of N . the daintineſſe 
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| could to pleaſe her, ſithence the 
way ſhe would was not fo ready with him. Furniſhing her at 
the firſt with the plenty of all rich delights that the heart could 
wiſh, as Iewels,apparrell,anddict ofthe choiſeſt. Notwithſtan- 
ding all the heape and plenty of theſe gorgeous things, there 
was euer one thing wanting, that ran moſt in her — which 
all the cators ſhe had, could not the kill to buy or procure her. 
Though Fortune had not yet bene ſo friendly to affoord her 
longing, yet nature had cullciencly furniſhed her with skill to 
| le her want, ſhewing all cardes made, whenſocuer this 
old yonker liſt to rage and play with her ; in ſhort ſpace, this 
luckie chance fell out, for the deuill will alwaies helpe his ſer- 
uants,looke whoſocuer wanteth,they want not.

ning forraine commodities. Dx lt is maruaile ſhe would truſt 
him with theſe ſweet probatums till ſhe came back againe, fee» 
ing him ſo ready to violate abroad. By my far fir,you haue fo 
toll me in mother Ducks drugs that I cannot vnderſtand j our 
meaning. Me thinles without making. any ſuch to do, he ade 
better hae haps haue ſeiit for her to the wine Taverne. 
Hud. Wine Tconfeffe will malte a conſenting anſwer that way. 
But is it ſo with you? will the apputtenances to theſe ſcuerous 
comunctions, ſo prepare your bloud, that you cannot tatrie the 
launching till you come at your Surgeon? What man, ſuffer 
your pulſe to beate a littleʒl am almoſt at an end of this matter; 
then if you canot ſtay til you come home. beſto your largeſſe 

vpon ſome one of your worn reapers that is ſ iffeſt in the back, 
ſhe will perhaps ſtoope the better to her ſiccle, after you haue 
bent her a little. Dx. Surely ſir, as old as we are, I feare me we ſhal 
grow wild in this wood, but I long to heate the haſty ſpecd the 
old crampe- ſtretcher clattered fo faſt bn, at her in comming. to 
her hiue. Hu. Well ſir the matter went thus forward with them. 
According to her chickens direction, ſhe found the part ies ſit- 
ting in the dore as he had left them. In her walke vp and downe 
before the ſame, ſhe had eſpied one of theus ſeruants carrying in 
a couple of Partriges, boughe for their ſupper; vpon which to 
looke, ſhelaid aſide the fine worke ſhe had in her had. The ma- 
ſter ſhe might perceiue to miſlike the price: for ſueh folke wold 
farewell were it not for coſt. Da. All this while I find not, what 


might make her ſo reioyce, in ſinging; ſhe had her, ſne had her.

Day, What 
another yet worſechen the deuilſꝰ Hud. To he ſhort, through 
this practiſe ſhe became a gueſt, and a much made on woman 
by —. both: where ſhe ſlil waited her oportunity, to whiſper 
cextaine lectures or points of her dangerous doctrine, in the eare 
of this faire flow re. whom the ſaw thus prime fed at the boord, 
and as ſhe thought, forepined with beg teuer ſibns, and ſhore 
bencualences ,, Warily prying continually to dicouer what 
troubled thoughts ſhe, might perceiue her to ſmother vp and 
keepe ſecret to her ſelfe, through the feare of his frantick ica- 
iealouſic,and her one ignorance in remedies, Had not indeed 
this old leceh bene at hand(as the caſe required) this flower liad 
ſeeded away vatimely, oppreſſed with too mucſiheate by day, 
and the want of nightly. moiſture, Dunſt. Before God, I begin 
to pittie thepoore wench . Hud. What do you man, pittie her, 
and know her not?it is like if you had ſeene her as the other did, 
you would haut made mother Duck gone double ringed thi- 
ther. In faith, loam perſwaded your tale might haue ſain heard, 
but hardly credited at theſe: yeares . Let you could not haue 
blamed your meſlenger, who would haue done her true intent, 
as well for you as for him, ſo you had waighed asheauy in her 
ſcales, which I know you are able to do. Dunſtable. I thinke it 
I ſhould meet with your Maiſterſhip in London, I ſhould go 
neare to put you in minde of this merriment, ſo the Gentlewo- 
man your wife were not by. Hud. You. haue made your ſalfe 
merrie belike in conceipt, fo that your wiſhes being (ct out al- 
ready it is theteby like that you meane to be there before 
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and if ye be, the leaſt boy in the ſtreet can direct you to mother 
Duck,with whom you may louingly conferre about the truth 


of this matter, or the like concerning if you finde your ſelfe fo 


croubled. Dun. I alwaics hinder the matter, and endanger your 
difpleaſure with my troubleſome ſpecches. Hud. Nay verily, 
if your meaning be no worſe then your words, there is neither 
danger nor diſpleaſure towards you fre me. Dun. I thanke you 
ſir, now I pray you begin again where you left, at the yong bride 
her diſtreſſe. Hud. Well, if I left there, there alſo ſhall begin the 
words of mother Bee her commiſſion, who put the yong wench 
in minde of her husband his age, wluch had bene a pleaſure to 
her to haue forgotten. Dunſt. Nay I beſeech you ſir, hide not 
from me mother Ducks night ſpels, which I 8 ate whole- 
ſome charmes, eſpecially her ſelfe being fauoured by the aide & 
conduR of that happy and ſucceſtull ſtarre, called by the Poets 
Dune the mother ol Denut. Hud. Lou ſhall pardon me by your 
leaue, eſpecially the matter being ſuch, wherein 1 deſire to haue 
no skill. To this demaund of yours, I will aunſwer with the 
Dutch man, ch, kan die wyes well k unde icke die woorden, which 
is in Engliſh; Fknow her meaning, could I her phraſes, Wher- 
fore in a minde ſo well prepared in the one, and fo great skill to 
ſolicite in the other, you and I at theſe yeares will not doubt, 
but conditions were agreed of, in maner and forme, which were 
theſe. That the young louer for whom ſhe was agent, ſhould 
come in apparrell clad like a Poulter , keeping ſuch times of 
bringing ware, and ſuch proportionate ſorts of fowle , as ſlie 
was wont.

Her maiſter, to ſaue three pence or a 
groate he was wont to giue her for ier paines, thought it as 
conuenient or rather better for one to come and go, on whom 
there ſhould be no colt diſpended, and fo readily diſpenſt with 
mother Duck . Theſe mattersctlius farre in parlcance, were ac» 
cording to agreemeats performed and atted by this taker or 
countrey Powlter,holdingtr-thck: inuiolable on both ſides, to 
the full accompliſhment of both their deſires; till break-neck 
fortune, which ſuffreth notlung to be well done al wates;threw 
in a ſlender chance to leeſe all at a caſt, which was wonne by ha- 
zard,and kept by great aduenture.

they were thus comparing their things together. Hud. What 
man how is it with you? me thinketh your lookes pleade the 
yong wenches caſe: ſay truly, is ſhe guilty or not guilty? and if 
you were her husband, what would you do in this caſe? Dunſl. 
Surcly ſir, where nothing can be prooued, ſuſpition ſfould not 
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part a man and his wife, might I haue perſwaded the matter. 
Hud. Had you bin there, you might haue done more then in- 
different ſeruice to haue takẽ vp the matter, which would haue 
deſerued ſucha further faucur, as women leaue not commonly 
vnrequiteſl. I am partly of your mind, he came ſomwhat ſhort 
of his proofes, yet ſooner vp the ſtaires then he was looked for 
of them, who would not haue ſent for him, had he tarried vntill 
this time:nay perhaps ſhe had rather her husband had ran out, 
and the other to haue tarried. Dani. Had it bin my caſe, for all 
my ſay ing, would haue made maiſter di dapper haue fline out 
at the roofe tiles, for preſuming to kanke vpõ my neſt, vnleſſe 

wife could haue perſwaded me he had bin an Funuke , and 
could do not hing but kiſſe her hand. or carry her Fan, and then 
furcly I might Gltly hauc comitted her to his keeping, tohaue 
looked that none ſhould come vp vnto her but his ſelfe. Hud. It 
is not to be doubted, but they were both too w iſe to make him 
priuie to their bargaine. as appeared by the one, which was not 
the man he diſſembled himſelfe to be. Du. I am of this minde 
further, that this elegant beholder of beauties, that could be 
moucd to loue at the firſt ſight, could alſo be put in minde to 
follow his occaſions buſily, according to the ſhortneſſe of the 
time he had with his miſtriſl in the chamber. But cuery man 
that break eth his neighbors fence, treſpaſſeth not againſt his in- 
cloſures. Ithinke well while they were bargaining, there might 
ſome beck or twinckling regarde paſſe bet weene thẽ, but as for 
further harme, not withſtanding the other his ĩealouſie, I thinke 
there was none. What imagine you fir , would you credit falſe 
ſuſpitiõ, which hath too buſie an eye in cuery corner? Hu. Here- 
in let your conceit helpe you, eſpecially in a matter that decla- 
reth it ſelfe. Du. Then I pray you fir how ended the matter? Ha. 
Surely the yong womã made lier husband a peece of amends, in 
wiſhing him fo yong a man as the mallard was. For the reſt that 
remaineth,he muſt haue patience with her, till time and place 
may aſſoord her the like means to make him a further amends. 
Dunſt. What became of the Mallard, went he home to his mo- 
ther? Hu. He was pur ſued thither but not foũd there. You may 
imagine by his haſt, he had a further flight to make: yet in her 
houle were found by the old ſenior, feathers of anothier couler 
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then he was wont to weare whe he came abroad toſel his foule. 
Now he comparing the ſimilitude of the man, and the titch- 
neſſe of the attire together, it ſeemed better vnto him to let fall 
his reuenge, and to whilſt the matter, then to let the world make 
a tale of this tranſmutation. Dunſt, How then I beſcech you 
came you to heare of this buſineſſe? Hud. By the common poſt 
that keepeth no mans counſell Dunſt. Belike he is ſome mon- 
ſter,you name him not. Hud, If you haue a deſire to know him, 
it is — winged fame, who ſitteth on euery man his houſe top, 
bringing with him newes of all forts. Dun. Now I pray you 2 

ſhew the Gentleman his name that was thus lilcely to be wron- 
ged. Hudadle. I haue not heard his name, but they ſay he hath 
mas kt open faced with her ſince. Dun. It was aſter the banquet 
then. elſe had it not bene /taliano More. But I wonder how the 
matter ſhould be giuen out, and not the parties names with it. 
Hud. There are many daintie things in the world, and thoſe 
wholſome to, which haue no names, neither are to be found in 
my Lexicon. Dunſt, If they be not already in your Lexicon they 
will neuer come into my Dix ionarie. Hud. I am ſure Ihaue not 
lied vnto you, in ſaying there was ſuch a matter euen ſince the 
conqueſt alſo, yet I mult confeſſe a long while agoe, and (till 
newes to you becauſe you haue not heard them before. Dunſt. 
I beſcech you ſir haus you not taken this report out of Chavcer 
his Ianuarie and his May. Hud. Indeed yes, though not in e 
halfe agreeing with the ſame, the rather, becauſe I knew no- 
thing but maruailes would delight you. Dunſt. I pray you then 
ſir, what became of mother Duck , had ſhe not a husband to 
helpe her now in her extremitie? H#d.Like enough the had a 
Nicolaitane , who in his dayes had ſlept many an acceptable 
ſleepe to others, and profitable ones tohimſelfe Such mechani- 
call lewdsbies,are {aid to get more {lceping, then others can do 
waking, Dunſt. Had ſhe no puniſhment for theſe her foule ſo- 
licitations ? Hud. Perhaps ere this time ſhe is both catcht and 
skinned alſo, but for ought that I can heare, her conſtancie is 
ſuch, that neither for whip nor coard.ſhe will confeſſe who the 
Mallard her ſonne was. Iuſtifying her felt befides, that ſhe hath 
done nothing contrarie to her profellion, ſaying ; euery one in 
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their trade, may exerciſe 2 vocatiõ they were bred & brou ; 
vp in, without offence to law . Dunſt. But by your fauour ſir, 
ſuch foule cancellers & breakers of the ſeales and obligations of 
marriage, cannot be too feucarly puniſhed. I percelue they that 
make their recourſe to ſuch folkes , muſt not haue their beni- 
gnities ſhut vp in their coffers at home. Hud. No doubtleſſe, 
with ſuch, ſo ſoone as the dore is once ſhut, and your ſelfe gone 
out. you are forgotten for the gifdalready beltowed. Dunſſ. Me 
thinkes they ſhould be afeard to make any their enemies, who 
haue in that ſort commanded them, doubting leaſt in theit an 
ger they ſhould conferre their benefit ſome other where. Hd 
Nay, ſuch is their finceritie , that they dare giue venture to en- 
dure all hazards, Dunſt. I pray ye fir ſatiſhe me in this one thing 
more: what do you take to be the cauſe,why ſome that vie this 
vawting exerciſe grow leane, and other ſome fat? Had. I thinke 
you know, or elſe can imagine the cauſe , without my tellin 
you. Dunſt. No yerely. Hud. Then Iwill not be dainty wit 
you in my reaſon, They that grow fat, put their whole felicitic 
in it, and fo battle themſelues withall . Others, that goe not ſo 
hartely to it, pine themſelues away, becauſe their bodies are in 
one place, and their minds in another. Dunſt. I neuer had 
thought, that in thoſe coniunctions, it had bene neceſſary to 
haue had two ſoules in one body. Hud. Looke euer what the 
louer looſeth, is to be found in his beloued. Dunſt. Now your o- 
ther newes I beſcech you fir. Hud. There in alſo a pleaſant re- 

rt made of another Gentleman, who had an elder brother 
bis part, of ſuch vices as were noted vnto you in the Gentle · 
man deceaſed, who is like enough to fit your defire, in making 
away his liuing which the other kept. Beſides other his faults, 
he was noted with theſe two eſpeciall ones, both enemies vnto 
grace, viz. Pride and Ingratitude, Of ſuch notable pride he 
was,that the day he had not bin noted and obſerued with caps 
and knees as he had gone in the ſtreetes, that day he would re- 
turne back againe to his chamber, taking it for ominous to 
haue bene ſo diſpiſed and neglected of the baſe and ignoble 
world, falling at Lien with his whole ſute of apparrell , the 
workman,and the obſcure and * people, that through 
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through ſlenderneſſe wrt iudgements . not value his 
excellencie; at whoſe begett ing tor ought he could coniccture, 
without doing himſelte wrong, there could not be any of the 
gods leſſe then /wpwer himfelt.

his lewd deuiſors, could bring it to no greater: towards the 
furniſhing and maintenance of which diſguiſed outrages, great 
ſummes of money were walted,tothe hazard and ouerthrow of 
his whole eſtate of liuelihood. The good Gentlewoman his 
mother, hearing tell of the lewd waſte her ſonne made of his 
lands in this prodigall and vnworthy ſort, came home to his 
lodging, hoping through the intereſt the had in him, together 
with the counſaile & experience, which by report of the world 
ſhe might allow to be in her ſclte, and afterwards fell out to be 
foud in hir, ſtie might be tae perſwade him, that thoſe were 
not the ornaments that beſt Beautified a Gentlemã, neither that 
his father and ancientors wan their credit and aduancement by 
ſuch degrees of fantaſticall and ſlouthfull ſlightneſſes, but ra- 
ther by valiant and aduenturous deeds, acceptable and pleaſin 
to kings and Princes their maiſters, whom they ſerued. Which 
words he ſeemed not to heare, on purpoſe, to ſhe his mother 
in the moſt deſpitefulleſt fort he could, her vnworthineſſe to 
ſpeake to him, who was neither at ſo much leaſure, nor fo baſe 
minded to leeſe any time in anſwering her. Which ſhe noting, 
and the eaſilier by his knitting and frouncing his paire of lord- 
ly browes at her, this tender Gentle woman, finding her ſelfe 
thus ouer awed by the weed her ſonne, fell into a great greete, 
or freſh lamẽting the loſſe of the worthy Gentleman her huſ- 
band. this baſtard God his father, frõ whom in the many yeares 
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of their living toget wif receiutu no ſuch diſcomfiture. 
Withall, breaking into theſe words, vttered( it ſhould ſeeme) 
with much griefe; Shall I die, ere I ſee the hope of one of thy fa- 
ther his vertues come from thee? Had not thy birth made thee 
a Gentleman, this painted apparel! with thy darke conditi- 
ons, would prooue thee but a mock Gentleman. They that bo- 
row geliures and apparell , to put on the out ſides of Gentle- 
men for an houre, could they become the perſons of them they 
ſtriue thus to counterfait , no better then thou 1mitateſt thy 
fathers inwarde vertues , notwithſtanding their apparrell 
and likeneſſe of them they would preſent , they ſhould be 
thruſt headlong from the {tage . Wretch that thou art, to haue 
one finger of thy gloue, the worſt and meaneſt thing about 
thee, better, and of mare worth, then all thy conditions... His 
remembrance being thus rubbed , he gaue hls mother this re- 
plieʒ You tell me that which I make leſſe reckening of. then the 
lace that tieth my ſhoo. Care I for my father or your breeding 
me a Gentlemanfor ſhould I be ſo fooliſh to thinke, the world 
eſteemeth or careth the more for me, in that he hath left me 
gentilitie which neither he, nor you, could take from me, I ha- 
uing that you ſee lying before you , to home I am more be- 
holding, then to heauen or earth? Had my father left me e- 
nouzh of that, then perhaps his vertues you ſpeake of, might 
haue had my good word now he is gone , 1 confeſſe 1 haue 
heard my father, hen he was diſpoſed to pleaſe himſelfe, to 
remember the ſeruices he did his Soueraignes, at Bullen, New 
Hauen, Saint Quintins, and I wot not where elſe beſides. Put 
caſe he did in theſe places, thankes wotthic offices, beſeem- 
ing a forward and a valiant Gentleman, what is that to me? 
Had 1 no money in my purſe nor to pay for my {upper to 
might : thinke you the reciting or remembrance of my fathers 
Acts, would pay for my ordinarie? Perhaps it would, where 
nothing is to be had, ſo nothing and nothing, may haue a 
merrie meeting, but ſomething and ſomething, ſhall haue the 
better greeting. His pentiue mother, too much diſcontented 
and diſcomforted with this careleſſe and irreligious anſwer, 
fell into a further perturbation, ox rather greeuous paſſion of 
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minde, out of which theſe words were occaſioned ; Alas the 
while,that I ſhould line to heare a counterfait wretch,contrari- 
ous tonature, and borne of my body, to recken his fathers li- 
uing too little for him, and his vertues too great. Are we come 
to that paſſe now,not to care how we bebred,nor on whom,ſo 
that lands and goods be one, let the deuill or the dung-hill be 
the other, it mattereth not ? Had thy father carried that minde, © 
or rightly diſcerned thy diſpoſition, he would haue left thee 
that which ſhould better haue fitted thy conditions, and haue 
beſtowed a gentle gift vpon a Gentleman. Is there a diligent 
choiſe made, and a principall labour taken, to make way fat 
for a Prince his ſtable, & (hall we not admit or beſtow the like 
care to breed and faſhion men, beſceming a worthy Prince and 
nation in their better places and ſcruices? If a horſe that is not 
rightly bred , prooue better then the generation from whence 
he commeth, becauſe of the ill likelihood , it is more then was 
looked for. On the contrary part,if a horſe that was duly bred, 
miſcarty & come ſhort of thelikely or rather certainegrounds 
of well doing, it cannot be without faults in themſelues, who 
wanted not good breeding. Thou canſt looke for no leſſe then 
a heauy iudgement from God, for thus pulling downe with thy 
vices whom he had exalted for vertues. There I ſee money ly- 
ing before thee for land I am ſure is already ſolde, & I feare the 
reſt ſtandeth but vpon aſſurance. Lock it vp, and keepe it ſafe, 
fince thy lands thou couldſt not keepe . As for thy conditions, 
eruſt them abroad looſe I warrant thee,neither Gentleman nor 
honeſt man will robbe thee of them. Dunſt Surcly fir, it is a 
dangerous wit, which maketh a man forget nature. Had it not 
bene for the ordinance of nature, this Gentlemans father might 
haue had perhaps, more likely reaſons and better hopes to haue 
beſtowed his liuing vpon ſome other of his children ot k inde- 
red. May this geare go on this ſort, we ſhall haue an vntoward 
race of children, if they be no better taught then thus, to care 
for none, nor to ſneẽC duty longer, nor further, then they re- 
ceiue benefits. To ſay truly : = that care not what parents 
they come off, I little thinke they can ſufficiently regard them» 


ſelues, ox loue their children, Hud. Lou did well to put me re 
nunde 
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minde of my owneforgetfalneſle of the time of the day,whicki 
already beginneth to bid vs good night. Danſti I wonder how 
a man thus puffed vp with the whirtewinde of vanitie, could 
keepe his bones from breaking vnder his fleſh. My Lord is not 
yet returned from hunting, ſo that if I haue not wearied you 
too much already, I may hope to enioy you yet another while, 
till this diſeourſe at the leaſt be at an end. Hud. My buſineſſe 
being altogether with my Lord, no excuſe nor borrowed occa- 
ſion, ſhall carry me frõ you, till by the laſt ſeaſon of the enening 
we be conſttained to part. Du. Then I beſeech you fir, to ſiniſſ 
theſe newes und ſhew me what became of this Gentleman. 
Hud. After all was fold and ſpent, there fell out this merry ieſt. 
All his men ſauing one. were gone to ſet vp their bils in Pauls, 
to catch another yong mailter, better feathered then the other, 
whoſe plumes they had pulled within the downe . He finding 
himſelfe thus forſaken, in a lunatick ſort, bad his man(thus poſt 
alone left with him) make ready his horſes, for he would ride 
home and liue ſparingly, vſing abſtmence after a ſurfer, till his 
halfe years rent ſhould be due.

Why villaine, quoth 
the Maiſter, where is the money then? Ithinke Sir, ſpent, ſaith 
his man. The money ſpent(faith the Maiſter)my land fold,and 
I neuer knew of it till now ! In that rage, he falleth vpon his 
man, whom he would haue ſlaine out-right , had he not bene 
reſcued from him by ſome other company within the houſe. 
Dunſt. If he could haue coniured his land out of his man a- 
gaine, it had bene a cudgeling well beſtowed: but I feare me 
there would come no ſuch duſt out of his coate, It is a pleaſant 
thing for a man that hath ſold his land, and ſpent the money, to 
dreame he hath it ſtill, till he waketh, and findeth indeed no- 
thing left, but his bare deſire to haue it ſo. Yet you haue not de- 
clared, what became of the Gentleman in the end. Had. Surely 
it was his good hap, by lighting vpon a good mariage, with his 
after wit, to recompence much of luis follies, purchaſing — 


in the end as much land as was left hi -; at the firſt, Den. Great 
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fortune to be twiſe a man, withall met he with any better con- 
ditions then at the begirming? Had. Would you deſire better 
conditions then to purchaſe land?or would you wiſh him to do 
any thing elſe, if he were your ſonne? Dunſt. He recompenced 
his mans beating I doubt me not. Huddle. Perhaps nay, as the 
courſe of the world goeth now amongſt ſpoilers, the maiſter 
his good day, prooueth the man his ill day, and the maiſters 
marring, becommeth the man his making. Perhaps, when he 
ſold land, the other might take out of the bags that were too 
heauy many times with money, to make them lighter for carri- 
age. But now the world being changed, his maitler finding no 
bags to hold enough, nor ſumpter horſe that will carry enough, 
Totnam thus become French, you may eaſily imagine the date 
of ſuch waſters were out, as would ſend it faſter packing, then 
the maiſter could get it comming. Danſt. You haue right! 
diſcribed the condition of a ſecret knaue, that were like . 
indeed, beſides his priuie pilferies , to robbe his marſter of his 
wits alſo, as in this Gentleman it appeared. Hud. If your ſonne 
would entertaine ſuch a one, it would be a good caſe for you; 
which are faine to carrie his cloakebag, and walke his horſe, 
for want of fuch a one. I know many ſonnes that would afford 
their fathers better offices: but he maketh you an amends 1 
know,that will content any reaſonable father; for while you 
hold Tack nag in your hand without, he goethin and taketh vp 
money after ten in the hundred, which gaineth you fortie. Sol 
truſt you cannot ſay , but you are well paide, for bearing the 
budget, and walking the Palfray.

eſe. heritages being the gift of God, remained in one ſtock 
and line. from generation to generation, according to the firſt 
vertuous bleſſing, as your ſelfe yeſterday gratiouſlie remem- 
bred, Call we this be{towing of children in our one places, to 
make them heires of nothing ? They that thus vnkindly neg- 
leQ and (et at naught their ſecond ſelfe, what delight may any 
other hope to finde in them? Danft.Methinketh theequitie of 
the law, ſhould as well prouide for keeping the heritage, as to 
. the heyre. Hud. I thiuke the law makers in time paſt, 
thought there could be found none ſo vnnaturall , as to wrong 
their one children, in ſort, as they ſuppoſed none fo hard har- 
ted. as to murther their fathers, againſt whom alſo for the ſaid 
reſpect there was no law thouglit vpon to be made. Dun. Hap- 
pie were the children of ſuch fatliers, if they might be borne

Had ] can eaſily take away your wonder; be- 
cauſe the Pheſant had better bloud in his body, then the other 
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lowring and wrie looking wretch . Dunſt. To continue my 
ſpeaches to you;to whom I meane as to my ſelfe, with you to 
hold faſt; and male much of ſomwhat while you haue it, leaſt 
hereafter youſeeke that you had, and could not keepe where it 
will not be found . I am but a poore thinne Kettle, and there- 
fore would be loath to be knocked againſt a thick braſſe pot, 
whole ſmiting would ſurely prooue my breaking .

Others 
keepe their mouthes ſhut vp a long while, to make their words 
ſtrong and forcible , on putpoſe to ſhoote birdboults. Others 
haue ſuch a ſharpe looſe, in letting go of their words that they 
are able to make you an anſwer, before they know your de- 
maund. Others ſpeake ſo ſcoructully , as though they bought 
their wordsby whole-ſale, and were. too good to retaile them 
againe, Other ſome ſpeake their words ſo thick, that you mult 
tarry the chewing them, ere you can conceiue what they ſay.

Others ſpeake, as if they had eaten all their meate at the 
mill dore, aud had ſcraped their words out of Mault duſt: ſuch 
when they ſhold ſpealce, fall acackling,Other ſome ſpeake for- 
ked words as if they ſhot them out of a Croſſe - bow : it is dan- 

erous for a tame beaſt to meete with ſuch , Some ſpeake as 
ſealurely as if they tarricd for a winde, to bring their words 
from Frankford mart , where if the exchange prooue good, 
you ſhall beſureofa banquet of conceited words. Other ſoine 
ſpeakeas if their words were made of wilde Hops: ſuch mens 
tongues runne alwaies poaſting before, and their wits come 
halting after; ſuch a wit had {ham Sommers. Others ſpeake 
ſuch ſpangled words, that you would thinke they had them all 
at the Imbrotherers: ſuch commonly neuer ſparc for any coſt. 
Others ſpeake ſuch odoriferous prouocatiue words, that you 
would imagine them to be made of Amber grieſe: when ſuch 
opentheir mouthes , all the coaſt is d,as it was when 
Cleopatra breathed Fon wanton eAnthony, Others tell a 
tale, as if they were making a Bridge of words betweene Lam- 
beth-marſhe and Greenewitch parke . Others ſpeake as blaſ- 
phemouſlic and Giant-like, as they did at the confuſion of 
toungs in Babilon , who had bene better the doores of their 
mouthes had bene dammed and ſhut vp,then to haue propha- 
ned the deitie with ſuch ideot-like wordt as were neither con- 
ceived with meditation, framed with counſell, nor directed ſo 
much as with a heathen iudgement.

Again, though thorom the whole broke there are few'woras that 
gofornonght, yet dare I not ventureto exponnd hem according iy. 
as I'might barelyrmagine them to be ſpoken , leaſt I Huld make my 
felfe thereby a coattor ur gatherer vp of other mens meanings, 4s if 
1 were able to beat ont the brames of their ſufficiences ; whoſ/e expe- 
renee and know tedge , | muſt of neceſſitie giue place duto. That 
whith I am able to per forme I offer my ſeiſe willy ty vino, which ts, 
to {ay open wth doubts as may ar1/3 to ſuch 44 are not readily diſpo- 


ſedoſthemiſtlueu, to labour or ri garil the true intent and meanmy of 


the alulo geri who in my cuncrit mere att ogrther de firoxs to benefit if 
they could, ſuth Gentlewren as dayly ſocke to murther themſelues by 
all miner argrre] of voll follic r. ¶ ul ſeri time they better reſpełt 
themfelues;, neither this fupphyimg plriſter, nor Maſter Kellie his 
preat Elixer will be able to reſtore or recouer them from out their

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daungerous con mption, orderly gonernment , make this 
mcurable diſeaſe al/o —— 2 es — »/0 that — 
raig ne medicine it ſelf can giue the no remodlie, vmieſſo in time they ſlie 
the priuie ſnares, hie h all ſorts of emmues both ſleeping and waking 
intend againſt them. A's the ſpider with poiſoned twiſt unſcene beg vi- 
leththe filly flies, ſo with the deadly ſting of theſe venim ous decerner x, 
thorow tes much outragious follie, do Gentlemen fuffer their blond, 
and their childrens bloud go be ſuc hed vp. T he firtt ſpeaker within 
t his dialog: e, ts called an ant icut retired Gentleman , beccaſ of his 
lowlie and milde kinde of liuin g, not at all diſpsſed to ſtriue with the 
worid an a proud buſie reſtleſſe ſort : the other is termed ami 
franch/mg.T he world ackaowleageth no ſuch degree,as they of that 
fort deſire to br holden in , which is to be accounted more then a yes- 
in in, and le ſſe then a Gentleman : ſuch ones are ſaidto harrow hell, 
to makg their ſonnes Gentlemen . Whereupon commeth this by- 
word, 11aifter how call you him, the ſonne of goodman what ſoall I 
call hm. T heſe kinde of men are inſt aut wonderers at lewdriches, 
which when the canckered and malicious nunded wretches enioy in 
any plenty , then ſtraight they thinks, the troth and 2 of all 
things , conſiſts in themſelues , preſuning that their children and 
them/clues put On new narnres , by attring them beyoud their bur th 
aud degree .'T his ſort of men Palingenius rooke great di/pleaſure 
at, ſaying ; If riches and worldly dreſſe ſhould make Gentlewen, 
then the Butcher , the fpanck ling, the Barbar, the Fiſbmonger, the 
Sheapheard, the Tanner, the Bande be theefe phe V ſurer, and all 
of enery filth: fort , whom the vnequall hand of Fortune hath exal- 
ted, mig bi clonte aus their 2 . But God and nature forbids 
ſuch 44 proceed from thoſe baſe conditions, addict ing their mumdes 
wholy unto that which can deſerue no worthy laude nor praiſe ,to 
attaint the gift and force dewine of gentilu y, which is anely atchiened 
thorough vertuouſneſſe, Good enterpriſes and vertuons deeds, com- 
mend unte this degree, and not the body ſet out with gorgeous fhews: 
ſo that the munde alane procureth gentiluie, which us an ornament 
to none, but to him that doth appropriate humſelje to vertue , 
of meane degree baus bodies and outward ſbaapes bred in them tho- 
rough the force of nature, which for all that, ſtill ret aine inwinde a 
baſe conceit of vertnes. Neither God nor nature giues this valug 
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vnto algb ut deales onely bowntifull herein with ſuch, roſpeclineꝶ 
incline themſelnes to better their conditions. If gentilitie conſiſted m 
triumphing names and brags of riches what lack might not be they 
4 Gentleman? To flie ſlouthfulueſſe, to haunt righteonſueſſe, to re. 
leeue the deftreſſed, to pronide for the weake , to defend the tninred, 
by theſe meanes was gentilitis at the fit attained , Als men A- 
wed in equalitie, till vertne wade the a:fference. T hen were not wen 
admitted to principal and greateſt offices , that could gaine or oy- 
preſſe moſt. Then was not authoritie fenced m with wicheaneſſe . It 
mult needs be a miſerable common: wealth , where the bed 
fhall become the worit anthor and maintainer of nanghtimeſſe . It u 
a woſull aut horitie that defender h wickedneſſe. © fficer were not ov. 
dained for ſuch as conld moſt pohtick/ie enrich them/elues , but 
rather for thoſe which were likelieff to per forme nts them Prince 
and common-wealth beſt ſeruicer , If nothing ſvonld be law but the 
decree and pleaſure of them that ſ in the commumniding place, 
what hope ſhould any hane long to eniey ut , tn that certamtie and 
"oy frame, that gratis and wiſe Prmees bane comma 
ded them? Princes ” therefore, are n0t to be executed accove 
ding to the pleaſure and commanndement of their officers , but ra- 
ther according to the office and dutre , m conſtrence and honeſt 
from their prince they are charged by « Gracie Princes bine 
not ſufficient for themſelues , to be connerſant and ed in Ver- 
tnes,onleſſe als they hold thew princpall officers in the flirift obſer» 
ation of ther init and expedient james. If is be fit for the Prince 
himſ/elfe to be dell with iudiciall effects, aut ward porpe and often- 
tations ſbowes will not alone ſuffice to diſcharge inferiowrs duties in 
their offices , Such as from an high place us their office, no ac 
count or correction can be 0 firaightly taken, as the quealitie of their 
offence meriteth , ſanltmg — the late mpoſed vpon then by 
their Prince, for the whole common- weali hs good. Such an this diſs 
courſe, were by their principal leader or chiefe wort bis, cleartie 
di franchiſed from the ſicict ie or conner ſaruon of men. T he fit 
exerciſes of iuſlice in the magiiracie 50anſed the Romaine Empire 
f# long, and fo notably ro flouriſb. But when they ſell at ibæm om 
luft, to di pence with lawes , Reling off moderation and al- 

nence then ceaſed their happineſſe , aud after threw fallowed a mere 
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wmhrifty ſeed,which made an nor fe all proſperom yearer bid. 
ung vertus in the and witerly adue, maling the noble birth of their 
annceſtours , through the ſtains of their xullanies, a reproach unto 
then ,, ſuaming rem adio to whome they ſhould haue paſſed their 
Claud by teſtament of werines. As the body engendreth a body where 
Metwre ireompletgſa dat h the mind beget a perſeſt munde, according 
ta ſuchi genf liams of der ue s, as were en ire in the [tate of vertues 
in the antecedent & no le wor h. Gy Ig rant twees in this tlace, 1 
ment the ſart tate men liued in, ere they were tal? with the deſire 
of ho wledes obefarethore wa; any earch made into naturall cau- 
Jehand the gener all ſe of. creatures. Ircauſe there ſbeuld no con- 
tantiam Arye who thatprincipall worthy maus, that mended thus the 
condition of men la nameth him not. At no hand he will allow bim, 
$hathath an eye ta lumſelſe, mit hunt reſbecling the good of ethers, 
Haw riche or great fo auer he be in the warla, to be a conſtant man, 
fame in-vertuer 44 only a proud puſſia of rhe world, or a Pippin of 
Se {0aues maad. By bypoerites, in this place are ment, ſuch as hum - 
ble them/elues beyond canſe towards ſame , on garpoſæ to lift them- 
felues vp beyond 2 aſon,againſt other ſame Suach are faid taimuatc 
the outyvard babite und ſhape of vertues but neuer to put on the in- 
\wardubulitie of red dug, Such hupacites, bein flattering pro- 
Wes teſernble the den wh offered our ſaaiaur Chriſt allthe lingo 
Aarne of theworidg0the antent to tale fron bis ( if he would haue 
benied impted by hin)the incomparable riches he was already paſſeſe 
fed of. Thee jaditiaus leſtutes , are here called poiſoned Serpents, and 
Hooded Friars, beedaſe they hane put on the hoods of Rome and 
painemluch aremarther andrebeliion , ſent hutber. by the Pope and 
the Ku e Spamegrho are called greater Serperts thenthemſelues, 
Frier laue almate- ban tarwrs and retariers of the traſh of Rome, 
o 4 theſe leſnuits are %. By calling his dames houſe a chappell of 
£4/064 meant his ſertrit ar veſtrygwherin he was wont to beſtow his 
holy relicks, called by the frankling the Friars demiſaries and by the 
Ane hac ares Taeſliculum canis, & fortunes wantongs meat ſuch 
Adu, Whoſe luſt goeth ouer all lings wuhout being ſatisfied: ſuch 
dene A it euer frok.of the ſurſet of plentie, Fortis ude is called a va- 
liant vertu, becauſe the cauraꝶ loss hart thruſteth aut the bloud

Digeſtion, 
11 called, a conflant and a ſubiſt unt iallliumor, madiod in the body by 
oppoſite cõmixtiont, t he bet der part wheref im the end byantward th 
ms ard heat it aduanced to blond in the bady,wherby life is fed and 
mn rntained, l ngratitade, eſpecially towards parents ,the enrone ts 
allgraces. Voluptuou pleaſures, gnam in funder the ſmavres of Fore 
tirude , By the equinoxium it here menta ſimiliude n brt macne n 
reſt leſſe woman and the Aſſegu bich us ſard im it het ſea/on eſprctally te 
bray twelue times in the day; and rwelue'tones au the my bt. Byrbe 
Phiition his foure times comming, me. thus mach: Firſt he 
comes to heare his patients confeſſion. how he diſordered: hi 
ſelſe at the diſea/er entrance hereby ts frode the nue theraf and 
ſtate of the ſick mans body : the ſecond time;\tomninſenPhiſichencre 
cording to the diſeaſed hit griefe the third tines lo launob mo his 
diſccſe by auſtereneſſe of phiſich,, to open the nundemet betweene life 
and death: the fourth time if he chaunte to Come , it is to pronounce 
ſentence of death. By the diners conſtriſtlomntef his d ſaaſe mongit 
his men, there is meant to be ſhowed , the properteer of the:yanorant, 
for they euer take vpon them flili dluonſlie, and fer the moft part, 
enery one contr ary to another in opinion. Becauſr he hated to do well, 
he w.u therfore [11d to be ma fren die, and to reſuſa tbe light Drows 
fie and voluptuous perſonr are alſi [ard to be in ales lungia: ar lead 
ſeelhneſſe, aud ſo to fhand in need of the ame, and tes gi therecf. He 
was ſaid to haue a dead pal ey all ouer kir body; betauſe ir adiſe 
eaſe of rhe ſewers , weaknng the ftrengt handroett effeUnall parts 
of oper ation in a mans body mholy ana at once, ſumpmi ſing ue amd u- 
ture, ſi that death cawnor be refiited.m ſuch avne; Gaonid in 
of Epirus,q region in Greece, wherem ira mo called Domi, fan 
red with amultut ud of Srockdowes, whereupon thei pronevheicams, 
Caoniæ columbay crafts: Prgeons of Caontabevenye the yeare bee 
fore the great preparation of ſhips which the Greets made, abe 
bur des forefeeing the downfall of the wood, fled into anotber con 
This craftis Franckling libewiſe, dwelling by a harmleſſe Gent lee 
man, from ham, without dong amy deſart, he was furo to receins 
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wu content to gine him check mate. But when one was com- 
ming to poſſeſſe the foreſaid Gentlemans ſrate, which was lite more 
fraught ly to looks into this churte bis unwerthineſſe , him he calleth 
a Hawke, whoſe commmg be may not abide to here tell of. Of all 
birdes this Dowe is ſaid to be moit priuie to the nature of a hawke, 
and to line in moſt contempt of hawkes.Conetou men, in this place, 
are called the dinels Faulkner: , becauſe it is the propertie of them, 
when they are ſeazzd of their pray, and gotten into their tallerts 
more then they can well gripe ,or need to gorge themſelues you, yet 
in that while , if there come any other pray by, which is like to be 
within their maiſterie and command, they force thi/clnes at that al- 
fo,which ſheweth their cormorant deſire to be ſnatching, Beſide t, from 
the height of their ſtand, they are able to make many flights , and 
ſuch as by their (wift and faft flying are neither ſcene An, 9/4) till 
they 8 of that they purſus. The Pheaſant here, bis blond is 
praiſed, becauſe u is medicmable and eſfrctuali to many good purpo- 
ſer. By the Stockdowes breaſting, to drine the Pheaſant from her ſtand 
er pearke , I take it is meant lack Straw, Wat Tiler, and the reft 
of his fellow rebels in Richard the ſeconds dayes, who by their ru- 
ich and rude billing at the Pheaſant, would haue put back the beft 
bloudedbirde wit hun this wood, from his high pearch , had they not 
bene preuented by the vertuous endeuour of ſuch an excellent wor- 
thy asfor his vertuous act at that time ſhewed, hath enriched many 
others ſince, to adegree of worthineſſe, and that for his vertues 
fake. Dione is the mother of Venus, to whom chit s and bamds are 
ſaid to pray unto, to ripen their young plant o, and to make them ſlack, 
plant, and ready for them harueft : aud that their young hbesffors 
may grow to vſe for the yoake and the paile, ſooner if it were poſſible, 
then nature requireth, T he other flarre here meant, is called Luci- 
ferum, Venus her owne ftarre , to whom bandes are wont to com- 
plame, when . re 1 or ur of any 1 2 PET 
weanlings : deſiri her lig bt, that t e reſtored to t 
knowledge vvbere 29 — : heleechin 14 5 9 to be rewenged 
of thoſe wrongs1,gn as much as ſbe hath take them into her protection, 
to wbom they are ſworne by othe neuer to for ſake that profeſſion. By 
an Eunuke here, it meant an officer to keepe good rule in Gentlews- 
meus chambers , or elſe ſuch a one altogether which the bawde hath 
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m charge, to keepe Cupids tender ſacrifices inuioſated. T he Band, 
houſe ts called a Hixe , in reſpełt that as in 4 Hine all Bees are ſe 
hke one another that they cannot be diſcerned: ſo within this hine of 
good fellowſhip there is to be found ſuch a ſwarme of perfect ill con 
ditions,that you cannot diſterne who is the worſt, The riotor or v#- 
fatrat body, here is called a Didopper , becauſe the bude of this 
birde delights in many changes of puddles and vncleane t. vaters. 
The bitterneſſe of theſe dialoguers diſpleaſuret, is eſpeciallie exten- 
ded againſt thoſe, that by exceſſiue riote and want onneſſe, pull downe 
the renowne of their anceſtors , decaying thereby themſelues and 
their children, greatly ſhamumg beſides ,to (ce water-bearers , and 
ſuch as haue done moit meane and deſpiſed ſernices vnto them, to 
become better worth, and more able to. line then theſe vngrations 
kinds of conſumers , Encas was not called a godly and an happy man, 
becauſe he carried away vvith han from the deſtruttion of Trey 
ſixteene diſſents of Grandfather it hat neuer. foiled the reputations of 
their fir anceſtors,but rather chiefle, in that through his labors- 
ous and pamfullvertues, he was able to reſtore his decaied houſe to 
former happine ſſe, being ſo bleſt of God, that before he died he ſaw 4 
large propagation of his owne progenie and naturall bloud, to flou- 
riſh againe by his induſtrious labours . To the Gentlewomans com- 
pariſon of breeding horſes , I haue thought good to adde Virgils 
words concerning the excelencie of their firſt nature. A horſe [auth 
he, from bis firſt foaling, that is duly bred, bifteth vp himſelfe with 
ſuch ſteps, gate aud pace, as willeuer after prooue proper vnto hum. 
And at the firſt he is of bolanefſe to venture and io paſſe oner hard 
and mnknowne things, fierce then alſo to go againit dangers,as wa- 
ters, hedges, duc het, and ſuch like. Beſides, to be ſo inſtant and hoate 
in courage that he feares no ſudden or tumultuous noiſe, as armonr, 
foot,or outeries of men. Shewing further by his breath,eares, and o- 
ther parts about him, ſuch animoſitie , that ſomtime with his cou- 
ragious high neighing, be ſeemes to fill the places round about him, 
and to deuide the aire neere unto hun. Afterwards,wuh ſuch boſd- 
weſſe you ſball ſee him inſult pon an enemie im the field, ander hut ri- 
der, that you would imagine through the force of his generoſitie , he 
had a deſire to pull the Launce or Curtelax from out the enemies 
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hand. If there be ſuch worthy things peculiar and proper to beaſts 
in ther firſt natures, let no man doubt, but there is a more denine 
and effe Fuall forte by the ſecret aud miſticall projiſion of nature, 
properly to diſtend from one worthy man to another Where he ſarth, 
happie wvere the children of ſuch deſtroying fathers, sf they might be 
borne againe, I take it he meanes their happineſſe , which by new fa- 
thers may be adopted, tomake good their fo-ſt birth. right, whereof 
they were fraudulently decciued. By that he vt ould haue their fa- 
thers new chriſtened againe it is not meant by vater of a new foun- 
taine, but rat her as 1 take it, by the mercie of God to be redeemed 
from that curſe , which ſome children are ſaid to haue giuen them 
in their cradles .W here he ſaith, there wanted vnitie betweene thew 
parent i, at their conception, it ts not meant that they were not gotters 
without concirtntion,or the lifting vp of both their conſent i: but ra- 
ther that they were begotten againſt the grace of God , as thoſe are 
that proceed from forced mariages , where wanted agreement of 
hearts , which #s called a falſe and anvnchriſtian contumttion of bo- 
dies. Where the father is [ar1 to carrie his ſonnes cloak-bag, is meant 
ſuch a man, as hauing gotten areputation —— his neighbours,to 
be holden and reputed honeſt, with the credit thereof is contemed to 
colour andexcuſe to his power his ſores lewaneſſes.It is good for the 
world in time, to ſee to the frandulem entents of ſuch, which carrie 
their ſonnes cloake bagges: and alſo warely to looke to ſuch prin- 
cocks , as put their fathers in their pockets at their pleaſures , When 
ſuch yong maiſters begin to * it, friſes, diſcentions, and lama 
ſutes,are made rife and comberſome in the world . T hen haue Gen- 
tlemen,and the well diſpoſed of all ſorts, reat cauſe to looke to them- 
ſelues,and to hold theſe Jo are prgs and Beare whelpes at the ſtaues 
end, who for all their ſocks coates and ſmooth tongues , wnderft and 
not what courteous behanionr ard gentle deeds meane . T hey that 
| thinke to carrie candels before theſe young deuils, are in great dan- 
ger to be ſtifled with their ſtinkmg ſunſfes . T he moderate Gem le- 
men, that bane to do with theſe hoydens,ſhalbe ſure to reape mchar- 
liſhneſſe , what they ſowe in curteſie. By the Panacea or ſuppling 
plarſter in thus place 49 meant forewarming rules for them, who know 
not how to guide themſelues, and haue made themſelues pager; A 
roug 
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ron h babiſh pucillanimitie , that they might yet with an after - wit, 
e died with that 525 remains, of they hame nor 
already made a Vlondy defect, and ſtangbrered themiſvines with that 
weapon that was fe them by tleir worthy anmeeſtors , to defend 
themſelnes . To thoſe that haus not ſet theryſelues beſides the eu- 
ſhion,let this teach them not to admit ſlrange maiſt ers and commers 
into their fathers houſes and heritaget: and that becauſe Kites can 
be no good keepers of C hithens . Ls eie „For thoſe that haue med- 
led tos farre already, vnleſſe there be hut one way with them, and 
that they be paſt re medie to be redeemed: let I ſay , this caueat per- 
ſwade them, that it it ſurer ſtandmg vpon fleſb ſegges » then vpon 
woodden ſtiltes, and that it is ſurer holding with both the hands 
then with one. Let them furt her beware, that their linmgs prouided 
by their friends, prooue not Tantalus his orchards, by which is ſig- 
n ſied that there are good things comming towaras men, if for want 
of grace they do not preuent it themſelnes . T he whole intent of 
theſe two carefull fathers ſpeeches,within this atalogue,hath bene to 
teach all ſorts of men, eſpecially Gentlemen , to beware of ſelſe.vvill 
and [elfe loue, preſcribing remedies withall, how to keepe men from 
aſpiring andcouoting greater things, then their likelyhoods can per- 
forme: ſhewing alſo in eſpecrall, how inward vertnes are the theanes 
to aduaunce and ſet men vp in approouod degrees of worthmeſſe, and 
not baſs riches geſtures ,apparell , nor hypocritical policie, vvhich of 
all the reſt f aines them moſt, vvho in place of mſtice , with greed:- 
neſſe practiſe nothing elſe. By lowe-tales and other ordinarie matters 
within this booke, is ment no more but this to ſhew into how manifold 
dangerous precipttations ( by playing rex with theſelues ) Gentlemen 

in this age are fallen into. As by tao gaudis and too gorgeous apparell; 
then vvit h voluptous andexce ſe 4 ythen beſides, with too outra-
